steps he takes in resuming his | 
duties. 

The President “had an excel- | 
lent day” today, his physicians | 
reported tonight. “The Presi- 
dent’s condition continues to be | 
satisfactory without complica- 
tion,” they reported, 

This followed 
medical bulletin that said 

e President spent a com- 
fortable, quiet day. Mrs. Eisen- 
hower visited briefly with him 
atethe lunch hour. 

“The President had his usual 
rest period in the afternoon. 
Later he listened to music. His 
condition continues to progress 
satisfactorily without complica- 
tions.” | 

Two Rest Periods. | 

The temporary White House | 
said the President rested. from | 
9:30 a.m. to IT a.m. and again | 
from 1:30 p.m. to 3:30 p.m. He | 
slept part of the time during 
the afternoon rest period. 

Sherman Adams, top presi- 
dential assistant who arrived 
from Washington last night, 
took over operations of the 
temporary White House.

White House Press Secretary | 
James C, Hagerty said Adams |

Adams and Hagerty conferred 
for an howr and a half with 
the Presidént’s doctor at Fitz- 
simons Army Hospital today. 
Hagerty said afterward it is “a 
fair assumption” that the Presi- 
dent may sign a few more rou- 
tine papers next week, similar 
to two documents he sfgned 
last night. 

However, Hagerty told repor- 
ters, “I want to point out very 
clearly that (Adams) was asking 
for medical opinion” and not 
urging the doctors to permit 
more activity by the President 

“Two weeks are the period 
in which complications could 
develop and that program (ot 
complete hospital rest) will not 
be disturbed,” Hagerty said, 

Adams Visits President. 

Adams saw the President for 
five or six minutes this after- 
noon. It was a social visit, the | 
temporary White House said, 
and neither talked business 

The President and Adams 
talked about fishing for golden 
trout in the Euphrates river of 
eastern Turkey. Adams fished 
for golden trout while he was 
abroad recently. The President, 
an ardent trout fisherman, has 
never whipped a fly into golden 
trout waters, but wants to. They 
also talked about’ fishing in 
streams of sduthern Germany 
the President has fished there 

It was Adams’ first visit with 
his boss since he arrived from 
Washington last night 

The President, who suffered 
a “moderate” heart attack early 
last Saturday, spent his second 
straight restful night without 
an oxygen tent. He was “re- 
laxed and comfortable” but aids 
emphasized that he has an- 
other week to go before the 
most dangerous period is over. 

Mrs. Eisenhower visited brief- 
ly with .the President after 
breakfast and the Chief Execu-

It may not turn out that 
way at all Many Democrats 
are already. saying that if he 
wants the nomination, then he 
must get out and fight for it 
They complain that they dont

TEAR GAS BREAKS UP RIOT 
IN MASSACHUSETTS JAIL 


BOSTON, Oct. ‘1 (AP) — 
Screaming, stone-throwing in- 
mates of Suffolk County House 
of Correction battled more than 
150 police and firemen for 
more than two hours tonight. 
Thirty guards, policemen and 
firemen were struck by stones 
but none was injured seriously. 

About 250 prisoners, nearly 
all serving terms for minor of- 
fenses, started several fires in 
the jail yard, broke windows 
and furniture and for a time 
withstood all efforts to contro! 
them. 


Police and firemen gradual 
Iv herded the men from the 
yard into a cellblock by using 
streams of water. Once in the 


building, the inmates smashed 
nearly .evervthing- breakable 
and threw pieces at police and 
firemen.

NE of the difficulties I encoun- 
Ohered in connection with being 
President was the intrusion of 
journalistic curiosity about my per- 


sonal affairs and my family. Stories | 
were being written about my early 
life, associations and education in- 
tended, perhaps, to shed some light 
on the reasons for my actions and 
what course I would be likely to 
take. Speculations about what I 
would do led to many baseless con- 
clusions. Far too often they grew 


out of inaccuracies or’even untruths | 
about my life. | 
Ultimately when books came to be | 


written about me, many questionable“oF | 


untrue statements began to appear as if 
they were actual parts of “the record.” 
One such book—it was a book for chil- 
dren—contained, it seemed to me, more 
inaccuracies than facts, and more false 
quotations than true ones from individ: 
uals who, purportedly, had been inter- 
viewed about me. 

I believe it fair to’ say that a great 
deal of misinformation about me has 
gained a foothold in this way, and I sup- 
pose that some of these “facts” will not 
be dislodged easily. Still, I hope to pre- 
vent the spread of further misinforma- 
tion, and for that reason I digress at this 
point to write about myself. 


Facts of Early Life. 


My parents were married on December 
28, 1881. I was born iri Lamar, Missouri, 


at four o’clock in the afternoon on May |

8, 1884. When I was about a yedr old, 
the family moved to Cass County, Mis- 
souri, south of Harrisonville, where my 
father ran a farm and where my brother 
Vivian was Born on April 25, 1886. In 
1887 we moved to the So] Young farm in 
Jackson County, six miles north of Bel- 
ton in Cass County. It was named 
Grandview, because it was on a- high 
point of land, the highest point in the 
vicinity in fact. Lawrence, Kansas, is 
visible forty miles west, Kansas City 
eighteen miles north, Lee’s Summit eight 
miles east and Belton six miles south. 
My sister Mary Jane was born there on 
August 12, 1889. 

My grandfather Truman lived with my 
father wherever he went, and I remem- 
ber him very well. He was a dignified, 
pleasant man, particularly with Vivian 
and me. I fear he spoiled us. My grand- 
father Young and our lovely grand- 
mother, who had beautiful red hair and 
who made wonderful cookies, also gave 
us free rein. My grandmother Truman 
had died before my parents were married. 

We had the whole 440 acres to play 
over and 160 acres west across the road | 
for the same purpose. Some of my hap- 
piest and most pleasant recollections are 
of the years we spent on the Young 
farm, when I was between the ages of 
three and six. 


A Boy’s Bobtailed Cat. 


I had a bobtailed Maltese gray cat 
and a little black and tan dog not much 
bigger “than the cat. The old cat was 
named Bob, because one day when he 
was asleep in front of the big fireplace 
in the dining room, a coal of fire popped 
out, lit on the end of his tail and burned 
off about an inch of it. I can well re- 
member his yowls, and I can see him yet 
as he ran up the corner of the room all 
the way to the ceiling. The little dog 
was called Tandy because of his black 
and tan color.’

My father would let me ride over the 
farm with him beside his big horse. He 
and Grandpa Young were partners in the 


_operation of the farm and the handling 


of herds of cattle and mules as well as 
hogs and sheep. I became familiar with 
every sort of animal on the farm and 
the threshing 
and the corn shucking, mowing and stack- 
ing hay and every evening at supper time 
hands

First Year in School. 

My first year in school was a happy 
one.

In January of 1893, my second year at 
Noland School, Vivian and I had severe 
cases of diphtheria from which I had 
difficulty recovering. My legs, arms 
and throat were paralyzed for some 
months after the diphtheria left me.

The new school was the 
Columbian, and I went to summer school 
to Miss Jennie Clements the summer aft- 
er my sickness to catch up.

any great influence in the selection of a 
running mate.until immediately after he 
himself was nominated.

And 
so I wrote down the names of five, or 
maybe it was six, men, younger men that 
I admired, who seemed to me to have 
made a name for themselves.

From this list, the Eisenhower campaign 
managers selected Nixon and presented 
him to the Chicago convention as Mr 
Eisenhower's choice. He was nominated 
by acclamation. If the late Robert A. Taft 
of Ohio had been the presidential nom- 
inee, he probably would have selected 
Senator William F. Knowland, 47 years 
old, of California, who made the princi- 
pal nominating speech for Nixon.

Council Thursday morning. 

Mr. Eisenhower has been unstinting In 
his praise 4 Adams, who, the Chief Exec- 
utive said, “the one person who really 
knows what 1 am trying to do.” 

If Vice President Richard M. Nixon {s 
described as a presidential understudy, 
Adams might be pictured as a stage Man- 


| ager assigned to keep the production roll- 


ing. His work is behind the scenes. He 
makes speeches only on rare occasions 
and has not held a press conference since 
the day he became the Assistant to the 
President, Jan. 21, 1953. He is inaccess- 
ible, and accountable only to the Presi- 
dent. 

Adams is to Mr. Eisenhower some- 
thing of what Harry Hopkins was to 
Roosevelt, Clark Clifford to Truman 
and Col. House to Wilson, though he 
is like none of these presidential con- 
fidants. His great power derives largely 
from the President’s military back- 

| ground. Mr. Eisenhower always has 
placed extreme reliance on a competent 
chief of staff. 


In the last war Gen. Eisenhower, Su- 
preme Allied Commander, conducted much 
of his business through his chief of staff, 
Gen. Walter Bedell Smith. It was said that 
while Gen. Eisenhower made the decisions, 
Bedell Smith got the ulcers. Later, when 
Gen. Eisenhower took over the North At- 
lantic Treaty command, he picked another 
brilliant soldier, Gen. Alfred M. Gruen- 
ther, as his chief assistant. Adams is the 
President's civilian chief of staff. 

* > > 


PERHAPS IT WAS INEVITABLE that 
Adams should become a controversial fig- 
ure. Politicians who would not dare to 
attack Mr. Eisenhower because of his per- 
popularity, have been critical of 
the President's assistant. Democrats have 
characterized Adams as an “operator” and 
a “hatchet man,” but numbered among 
the former New Hampshire Governor's 
most bitter enemies are conservative con- 
gressional Republicans. 

In a speech some time ago, Representa- 
tive Joseph L. Carrigg (Rep.), Pennsyl- 
vania, said his “general dislike” for Adams 
was shared by Republican leaders. Car- 
rigg said Adams had hurt the party be- 
cause of his methods of dealing with 
Republican legislators. 

A conservative Republican Congress- 
man told the Post-Dispatch that while he 
did not feel free to discuss details, he had 
been shocked at the pressure Adams tried 
to exert on Congress in the last session. 
As a hypothetical example, he said Adams 
or a lieutenant would dangle executive 
consideration of a flood-control project in 
the Congressman’s district as an induce- 
ment to cast a vote in the Administration's 
favor on a hard-fought piece of legislation. 

Probably the President knows little of 
Adams's daily activities, as one of the as- 
sistant’s functions is to relieve Mr. Eisen- 
hower of as many burdens as possible. If 
the President does know, he does not dis- 
approve, for he has said: 

“He (Adams) has not sought honor for 
himself. He has sought in his position 
‘almost anonymityo serve his country by 
working with the legislators, by working 
with the staff that is set up in the White 
House, by advising me and trying to keep 
me from stumbling too often. He has 
found that last, possibly, one of his tough- 
est problems.” 

Adams has almost unlimited authority 
to decide whom the President is to see 
and what issues and problems are to be 
brought to his attention. An illustration 
of this is the treatment accorded former 
Senator John Sherman Cooper, a Ken- 
tucky Republican now Ambassador to 

India, shortly before the mid-term elec- 
tions of 1954. 

| Cooper wanted to block the controver- 
| sial Dixon-Yates power contract. His 
fundamental position was that the Atomic 
' Energy Commission did not have the au- 
thority to sign a contract to perform a 
function which Congress had given the 
Tennessee Valley Authority. He wanted 
to present his views personally to the 
President partly because he sincerely held 
them and partly because he doubted 
whether he could be eleeted in Kentucky 
if he followed the Administration line and 
alienated friends of TVA. 

Cooper's views did not coincide with 
those of Adams, who, as it was shown 
later, was directly involved in the Ad- 
ministration’s fight for Dixon-Yates,

As Two School Men See It 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Considerable change has taken 
place in the educational attitudes of 
Missourians since the adwption of 
our first Constitution in 1820 and 
the adoption of our present Consti- 
tution. This change is reflected in the 
provisions of the two Constitutions. 


Then the chief principle involved 
was the establishment of schools 
“where the poor shall be taught 
gratis.” Now the thinking is more 
in terms of the state’s participation 
-4n education and guaranteeing equal 
educational opportunity for all chil- 
dren. 

Schools have included in their of- 
ferings many services which were 
unknown a few years ago. These 
services cost money and it has been 
necessary to find additional funds to 
finance them. 

The members of the General As- 
sembly seemed to have caught a 
clear vision of the meaning of edu- 
cation in passing almost unanimously 
Referendums 1 and 2, which are the 
cigarette tax of one mill per cig- 
arette and the foundation program, 
respectively. 

The cigarette tax Is needed if the 
foundation program is to be financed 
in full. The tax will not, as some 
say, work any undue hardship on 
anyone. It will, on the other hand, 
give relief in many instances to those 
who have been paying excessive 
taxes on real property. 

The opposition to the cigarette tax 
seems to come more from those whe.- 
oppose better schools than from 
those who smoke. 

Referendums 1 and 2 have laid a 
new and modern foundation for pub- 
lic education in Missouri. Without 
doubt they will be recorded as one 
of the significant mileposts in the 
history of education in Missouri. 

As time goes along, experience 
will doubtless require that minor 
changes be made by future Legisla- 
tures. But Referendums 1 and 2 
will form a firm foundation for many 
generations to come for a truly demo- 
cratic public school system for Mis- 
souri. 

Vote for better schools Oct. 4. 
Vote for Referendums 1 and 2.

In Poorest Taste 


The American people look back today on the 
first week in more than a third of a century 


which saw a President of the United States lie . 


stricken with a potentially critical illness. 


It has beer an unesey week. It began with 
shock and alarm and ended with distress and 
continuing regret, mixed with encouragement 
and even,cheer as the bulletins from the Army 
“hospital in Denver reported good days and nights 
“without complications.” 


The country also looks ahead even if it exanot 
see very far when it attempts to do so.° For 
while the prospects are reassuring, there are still 
uncertainties. Not until the second week has 
passed do the physicians who attend coronary 
thrombosis patients feel that they are getting 
toward the edge of the woods. The danger to 
the President diminishes by the day, but the 
danger is not yet passed. 

. ~ * 

In this continuingly doubtful situation, it is 
anything but becoming for Republican National 
Chairman Leonard Hall and certain other party 
politicians to keep on talking about running Mr. 
Eisenhower for a second term. ‘Whether they 
realize it or not, what they are saying seems 
to suggest that they have little regard for the 
President's own personal welfare, that their 
main interest is in having him head the G.OP. 
ticket in 1956, 

Any such callous attitude overlooks a basic 
fact. This is that while Mr. Eisenhower heads 
the Republican party, he is much more impor- 
tantly President of the United States, made 
President, incidentally, by the help of many in- 
dependent and not a few Democfatic voters. He 
may be chiefly a magic name on the ballot to 
the Leonard Halls. To millions of people he is 
both Chief Executive and a warm human being 
whose personal health must now be a first con- 
sideration of everyone. 

Just as it would be in exceedingly poor taste 
for some of the Democrats to launch a political 
sniping attack at this time, so is it the worst of 
manners for certain Republicans to attempt to 
push the sick President into a campaign a year 
from now when they do not know whether he 
will even get through next week without a 
setback. | 

Presumably this second term talk was encour- 
aged by Dr. Paul D. White's remark fo a re- 
porter early in the week. The Boston heart 
specialist, who attended the President, said that 
if Mr. Eisenhower recovered it might be physi- 
cally possible for him to run again. Later in 
the week Dr. White made a considered statement 
that places this thought in a different light. 
Over NBC television he said: 


Many things are possible that may not 
be advisable. It is up to Mr. Eisenhower to 
make the decision.

If I were in his 
shoes I wouldn't want to run again, having 
seen the strain. It remains to be seen how 
active he can be in the future. 


The only sensible thing for the President to 
do is to follow the best medical advice he can 
get from week to week in his convalescence.

The experience of the first week demon- 
strates that there is no, need for unusual acts 
or disturbing statements. The Cabinet has met. 
So has the National Security Council. Presiden- 
tial Assistant Sherman Adams has gone to Den- 
ver to set up a working White House organiza- 
tion there. In view of the great protection Mr. 
Adams has given the President for nearly three 
years, he can be trusted to guard him well now. 

And so the Government goes on. Already the 
President has signed some routine State De- 
partment appointments. If the second term tub- 
thumpers will restrain themselves, all will proba- 
bly go as well as can be expected in the weeks 
ahead. But if these partisan agitators keep up 
their thoughtless, not to say inhuman talk, they 
may well cause Dwight D. Eisenhower to an- 
nounce early the one decision they least want 
to hear from him. 
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New Test for Lawyers? 

There are two virtues especially appropriate 
for lawyers. One is a high regard for the 
rights of individuals. The other is precision 
of language. - Both are violated, we believe, by 
the proposal for examination of the “moral 
character” of prospective lawyers, a proposal 
accepted in principle by the Board of Gov- 
ernors of the Missouri Bar to be worked out in 
detail with the State Board of Bar Examiners. 

Obviously lawyers convicted of defrauding 
their clients or of serious law violations should 
be suspended or éVen permanently disbarred. 
But the statutes already cover such points— 
points which, in any case, are not likely to be 
raised against a young man entering law school 
or, later, taking the state bar examination. Is 
his opportunity to qualify for the profession to 
be set aside for fear that on some future day 
he may prove unworthy? 

Just how would his “moral character” be ap- 
praised? Warner Fuller, chairman of the com- 
mittee which drafted the recommendation, de- 
scribes it as a barrier against “undesirables.” 
But who is “undesirable?” Mr. Fuller talks 
of “escapades” which might be “merely exhib- 
iting a boyish character” or which might “indi- 
cate a more fundamental fault.” Now just what 
is an “escapade,” a “boyish characteristic,” and 
“a more fundamental fault?” 

Could it be that some lawyers—those who so 
frequently complain that their profession is 
over-crowded—are réally more concerned with 
reducing competition than with morality? 
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One for All 


The first United Fund campaign, which will 
start about three weeks hence, on Oct. 20, will 
present a test. Will St. Louisans support the 
idea of a single community fund-raising cam- 
paign as strongly in practice as they have already 
indicated they support it in principle? Their 
favorable answer will insure the continued use 
of this superior method as nothing else could do. 
It will likewise offer a persuasive new reason 
for those-few organizations that are still hold- 

- outs to join the Fund. 

The goal is the largest ever sought in a single 
campaign in the St. Louis area—$8,245,925. But 
there are other cities which, with the aid of the 
United Fund method, set and raised the largest 
quotas in their history. There is no reason why 
St. Louis cannot do as well as they did. 

Larger than ever before though it is, the goal 
is still “considerably less” than that recom- 
mended by the citizen budget committees, Don- 
ald Danforth, Fund president, reports. So the 
Fund is not asking the community for a dollar 
more than needed by the 114 agencies repre- 
sented. These are the 109 agencies of the Com- 
munity Chest plus the American Red Cross (St. 
Louis and Webster Groves chapters), United 
Cerebral Palsy Association, Associated Hospitals 
(Christian, Deacqness and Missouri Baptist), St. 


Louis Association for Retarded Children and St. 
Louis Diabetes Association. 


Mr. Danforth estimates that while the cost of — 


fund-raising drives has ranged from 4.8 per cent, 
for the Community Chest to as much as 23 per 
cent for one organization he did not identify, the 
Fund's cost will amount to only 3.8 per cent. 

All these are good reasons for making the 
United Fund method a demonstrable success 
from its very first year. 
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‘At Tuesday’s Election 


On Referendum Measure No. 1, which im- 
poses a state cigarette tax of one mill per 
cigarette or 2 cents per package—NO. , 

On Referendum Measure No. 2, which pro- 
vides a new plan of state aid to schdols 
called the Foundation Plan—YES. 


Missouri voters, in our judgment, would be 
wise to mark their ballots thus in Tuesday's 
special election. 

By far the most important issue at the elec- 
tion is the school Foundation Plan. It should be 
passed because it will bring into effect a defi- 
nitely improved method of distributing state aid 
to schools. 

Instead of distributing aid primarily according 
to the number of teachers, the Foundation Plan 
will make the basis of aid the number of pupils, 
thus creating incentive for further consolidation 
of small, inefficient schools. 

It will provide funds to help pay higher salar- 
jes for better qualified teachers, thus raising 
teacher standards. It will require small districts 
which can afford it to increase their local con- 
tribution to schools, thus relieving an unfair bur- 
den on séate aid. It will permit better budgetary 
practices by letting districts know definitely how 
much state aid they will receive for each new 
school year. 

The objective of the Foundation Plan is to 
make possible in each district a minimum expen- 
diture of $185 per pupil. It is probably true that 
this objective cannot be fully attained without 
levying of the proposed cigarette tax. But there 
is nothing sacred about the $185 figure (which 
was originally $175) and no urgent reason why 
the Foundation :Plan should be fully financed 
this year. 

Even without cigarette tax revenue, state aid 
to schools this biennium will be $7,000,000 larger 
than it was in the previous biennium. With tight- 
er collection of sales and income taxes now 
under way, the increase could be even greater. 
As the State Tax Commission requires more and 
more counties to bring their property tax valua- 
tions up to a reasonable level, some districts 
will be able to raise more school funds equitably 
from local sources. The schools, therefore, are 
not going to suffer if the cigarette tax is de- 
feated at this time. 

We think it should be defeated. The time may 
come when a cigarette tax may be desirable in 
Missouri, but it ghould not be imposed until 
definitely and indubitably required. 

If and when it is imposed, furthermore, the 
proceeds should not be earmarked for school 
purposes, as Referendum Measure No. 11 ‘would 
do. Earmarking, as many states have discovered, 
is an evil way of taking the control of state ex- 
penditures out of the hands of the Legislature 
which is elected tocontrolthem. Missouri's Gen- 
eral Assembly should get into the habit of making 
definite appropriations of school aid every year, 
as the Foundation Plan contemplates. 

YES on the Foundation Plan, NO on the cigar- 
ette tax—that is Missouri's best course now. 
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The Dodgers Make a Discovery

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France's Costly Petulance 

France has put itself in an awkward position 
indeed by walking out of the United Nations 
General Assembly because of the 28-27 vote to 
debate the Algiers issue. 

As a nation already regarded as rather léss 
than a first-class powef*France hardly can 
afford to isolate“herself by following up this 
walk-out by a total withdrawal from the U.N. 
This simply would invite other governments to 
show that they can get along without French 
co-operation, if need be. Even boycotting the 
Algiers discussion is ill calculated to win friends 


True, the French warned that they consider 
the Algerian independence agitation a purely 
domestic affair since they hold that part of 
North Africa to be an integral part of metropol- 
itan France. They also can point out that the 
same Assembly refused the Greek request for 
a discussion of Cyprus because Great Britain 
maintains this is not an international issue. 

But what could France lose by U.N. debate 
on Algiers? Arab representatives may try to 
make an occasion for anti-European. propa- 
ganda. Yet this couJd be best met by a direct 
defense by France of her record. With French 
participation, the debate might even relieve 
Arab-European tensions, and possibly nations 
not directly intérested might contribute to an 
acceptable settlement. 

In any event, the discussion is now on 
the Assembly agenda and it is to be regretted 
that France, unless there is a change of mind 
in Paris, will be sulking under the pretense 
that she can ignore the rest of the world 
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More Pavement for the Money 

Toll road. fever has died down in Missouri 
since the Legislature failed to act on turnpikes 
and the Federal Government began to consider 
increased aid to the states. Meanwhil* the Auto- 
mobile Club of Missouri has produced some cool- 
ing statistics against the toll road fervor. 

Ralph V. Wilson, Auto Club counsel, estimates 
it would cost $600,000,000 to build two toll roads 
from St. Louis to Kansas City and to Joplin. He 
figures the interest on bonds for toll pikes at 
$430,000,000 (at 342 per cent over 40 years.) 

We have said that toll roads can be justified 
as emergency measures, when traffic is excep- 
tionally heavy and a state cannot build roads to 
carry it. But here in Missouri the money spent 
for interest alone on a toll turnpike would be 
enough to build a fine cross state highway— 
and interest does not build pavement. Our tra- 
ditional free highway system promises more 
roads fop the dollars spent.

But it appeared all but certain that as 
an “acting President” Nixon would face 
a far more unruly Congress than Presi- 
dent Eisenhower ever did. 


Unless he resigned outright, making 
Mr, Nixon President; Mr. Eisenhower 
could not turn over his full authority to 
the Vice President or anyone else. Even 
now, some officials are wondering what 
would happen if Mr. Nixon should at- 
tempt to overrule Secretary of State 
Dulles on a foreign policy issue. 


Despite the outstanding personality 
differences between the President and 
his understudy, Mr. Eisenhower's inti- 
mates emphasize the great respect their 
chief has for and the reliance he placed 
in Mr. Nixon. “And everybody who's 
had any dealings with him has tremen- 
dous respect for his ability and judg- 
ment,” says one high Administration 
lieutenant. 


Until the President fell ill, Democrats 
were increasingly aiming their political 
barbs at Mr. Eisenhower. They figured 


he was the man they'd have to run 


against next year. 


G.O.P. Has Its Own Dilemma 


But the Democrats have been quick to 
decide that the President's heart attack 
changes all this. They believe that the 
public opinion wouldn't now stand for 
political attacks on Mr. Eisenhower. 
With the Vice President looking like 
the man they may have to fight next 
year, Democratic leaders are preparing 


-to aim their fire at him. They're con- 


vinced that Mr. Nixon, not enjoying the 
near-adulation given Mr. Eisenhower, is 


‘ not immune to political attack. 


If the Democrats are suffering from 
a dilemma, Republicans have a differ- 
ent one of their own. Political experts 
argue that, with the President apparent- 
ly out as a candidate for ree 
the G.O.P. in Congress needs to line up 
more solidly than before behind their 
Administration's legislative. program. 

But without Mr. Eisenhower heading 
next year’s ticket, there was some ap 
prehension that Republican lawmakers 
might be more inclined to vote accord- 
ing to the dictates of their districts

than in line with White House wishes, 
when the two viewpoints clashed. 

Moreover, Mr. Nixon faces the possi- 
bility of trouble from some of his presi- 
dential rivals. His fellow-Californian, 
Senator Knowland, has long been con- 
sidered to have White House ambitions. 
And Indiana’s Representative Charles 
Halleck had been rated as one of Mr. 
Nixon's rivals for the 1956 vice presi- 
dential nomination. Thus, while both 
are loyal party men, they could hardly 
be expected to go out of their way to 
smooth Mr. Nixon's way for the presi- 
dential nomination next year. 


What is Mr. Nixon's background, and 
how did he so rapidly rise to his present 
lofty position? 


Quick Climb to the Top 


Richard Milhous Nixon was born 42 
years ago last January 9 at Yorba Linda, 
Calif. After graduating from Whittier 
College in California in 1934 and getting 
his law degree from Duke University, 
Durham, N.C., in 1937 Mr. Nixon prac- 
ticed law in Whittier until 1942. For a 
short time thereafter he worked in 
Washington as a Government lawyer. 
until he entered the Navy in August of 
that year. 

The young lawyer got his start in 
politics in 1946 when hé ran for the 
House on a conservative platform and 
defeated New Dealing Representative 
Jerry Voorhis, In the House, Mr. Nixon 


“distinguished himself by exposing Alger 


Hiss’s alleged Communist ties, and by 
supporting the Taft-Hartley labor law. 


After two terms in the House. Mr. 
Nixon took on another “liberal” Demo- 
crat, Representative Helen Gahagan 
Douglas, in a rowdy political race for 
the Senate. Mr. Nixon attacked his op- 
ponent as a “left-winger” and went out 
of his way before labor groups to de- 
rey his support of the Taft-Hartley 

ct. 

After just two years in the Senate, 
Mr. Nixon was chosen as Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s running mate in 1952. The rea- 
sons for the choice look very clear. 
Though picked by the ,so-called Dewey 
wing of the G.O.P., Mr. Nixon was ac- 
ceptable to the late Senator Taft and 
his followers. Mr. Eisenhower wanted a 
young man and Mr. Nixon was young. 


Strong for President's Policies 


Having helped send Alger Hiss to 
jail, Mr. Nixon was the symbol, perhaps 
more than anyone else, of the GOP. 
fight against Communism in government 
—one of the prime issues of 1952. Mr. 
Nixon is a Quaker, and that put him on 
the side of peace. 

Finally, Mr. Nixon came from the 
West, a section of growing political im- 
portance and from a state that. tied 
with Pennsylvania, is second only to 
New York in political strength. 


Since the 1952 election, Mr. Nixon 
has adopted the strategy of supporting 
the President's policies down th line. 
At no time is he known to have de- 
parted from Administration policy, once 
the policy was set. In return, the Presi- 
dent has often called on the Vice Presi- 
dent for advice and to perform mis- 
sions ranging from political chores on 
Capitol Hill to projects involviig global 
diplomacy. 

It is against this background that Mr. 
Nixon now moves into his more active 
role in Ww and into 
the political limelight as the candidate 
who is currently leading for next year's 
Republican presidential nomination.

if Even He Is Able 
to Do So, or Who Can Settle Wilson-

P cr his otic. absence of the 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 1. 
President from the duties 


of his office—and this absence will be a minimum of two 
months and possibly may extend to four months even if 
his recovery is witheut complications—will have a far-reaching 
effect upon United States military and military-international 


policies. 


Only the President can solve the current conflict over 
reductions in military spending between Secretary of the Treas- 
ury George M. Humphrey and Secretary of Defense Charles E. 
Wilson and the Defense Department. 


Only the President can re- 
solve the undercover conflict 
between the politically ambi- 
tious “secretary” for disarma- 
ment, Harold E. Stassen, and 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles and the State Depart- 
ment. 

Only the President has the 


prestige to cut through the im- 
passe over reduction of. arma- 


ments that has resulted from 
recent non-attributed state- 
ments by Stassen that the 


United States has no intention 
of giving up nuclear armaments. 
And, finally, only the Presi- 
dent has the prestige with our 
allies to halt the decay that is 
threatening NATO. 

All of these critical problems 
will be exaggerated by the in- 
ability of the President .to pro- 
vide leadership for some time. 
In fact, his long absence on va- 
cation in Denver has already 
created confusion in the disarm- 
ament program and he has done 
nothing to resurrect the falter- 
ing determination of our NATO 
allies. 

Low Boiling Point. 

It is not generally known that 
President Eisenhower has a low 
boiling point,.as is often the 
case with persons of high blood 
pressure, and his anger is eas- 
ily aroused and is terrifying to 
his subordinates. One said that 
those mild blue eves can be- 
come as cold as bottomless pools 
of ice. 

As a result of his choleric 
disposition, the President's staff 
strive to prevent. problems and 
conflicts from being presented 
to him in such a way as to 
arouse him. Hence the digests 
of the news daily, the innumer- 
able. briefings. and the loyal 
anxiety of the staff to free him 
from undigested conflicts. 


It is not unlikely that the 
President's emotional intensity 
will make it necessary, for his 
very life and good recovery, to 
keep him free from great de- 
cisions and the resolution of 
conflicts within the Adminis- 
tration for from four to six 
months. The pretense will be 
made, of course, that the staff's 


and security council's decision 
are the President s. 
The simplest of the Presi- 


dent's current problems is due 
to the disagreement of the De- 
fense Department including 
Secretary of Defense Wilson, 
with the Secretary of the Treas- 
urv over the latter's desire to 
reduce military spending by an 
additional billion dollars during 
the current fiscal year. 


In presenting the budget to 
the Congress the Secretary of 
Defense asked that expenditure 
of $35.750,000,000 be approved 
for the current fiscal year. At 
the same time Wilson said he 
would attempt and expected to 
find savings of 5 per cent dur- 
ing the year that expendi- 
tures would not exceed 34 bil- 
lion dollars 

Of the savings anticipated by 
Wilson. $750.000,000 have been 
identified. The search con- 
tinues for the other billion, but 
each dollar of savings is getting 
harder to locate. 

The Secretary of Defense is 
aware of come of the difficul- 
ties created by his economy ef 
fort. It is unlikely, in fact, that 
he will succeed in getting down 
to his goal. Then to have Hum- 
phrey demand top of his 
genuinely earnest eilort that an 
additional billion of savings be 
found was, to put it mildly, not 
welcomed. Wilson realizes that 
in addition to financial respon- 
sibilitv. he also nas a responsi- 
bility for the nation’s security. 

Aids Get Wilson Backing. 

While the “budget exercise” 
was being put on by the comp- 
troller of the Defense Depart- 
ment. to chart compliance with 
Humphrey's demand, the secre- 
taries of the three services and 
their military chiefs all went 
to see Wilson at his summer 
home outside Detroit to present

their objections, and all re- 
turned reassured of his sup- 
port 

Adm. Arthur W. | Radford 


chairman of the Joint Chiets of 
Staff. went on to Denver atter 
seeing the Secretary in Detroit 
and discussed Humphreys pro- 
posal with the President and 
what the effect would be on 
the armed services. He told re- 
porters, after seeing the Presi- 
dent. that he looks for spend- 
ing of more than 34 billidn dol- 
lars this year, “but I don’t think 


anybody can tell” just how 
much more. Thus the Hum- 
phrey effort was blocked at 


the time. 

Humphrey was in Europe at 
this time. trying.to find eco- 
nomies in the spending on 
foreign military and economic 
aid. It had been anticipated 
that as soon as he returned he 
would go out to Denver to see 
the President and present his 
case for more economies in the 
Defense Department. 

The President both likes and 
respects his able Secretary of 
the Treasury. He also has @ 


tendency to go along with the 
last person to present a case. 
In the Pentagon it was feared 
that Humphrey would win the 
argument. The armed services 
remembers how last year the 
President had ordered the 
Army to be cut back a year 
ahead of schedule and there 
was a chance that the same 
operation and other speed-ups 
in reductions; and delays in 
Spending would * be worked 
again. As it now turns out it is 
Radford and not Humphrey 
that had the last word with 
the President. 


Wilson Stands Pat. 

Wilson has now ginformed 
Humphrey that the ditional 
economies cannot be made with- 
out reducing forges, reducing 
contracts for new équipment, or 
slowing down deliveries. He 
has agreed to continue® the 
search for every possible econ- 
omy without injuring the na- 
tfonal defense. 


There is no one in the Ad- 
ministration but the President 
who could have umpired be- 
tween these two strong charac- 
ters. The “team” that will be 
running the Government for the 
next few months lacks the au- 
thority and the military pres- 
tige to substitute for him. 

The State Department has 
looked upon the appointment of 
Stassen as special assistant- to 
the President for disarmament 
with unconcealed distaste. There 
iS an ambassador and a large 
staff responsible to the Secre- 
tary of State at the United Na- 
tions. This staff had worked 
with representatives of Great 
Britain, France and Canada on 
proposals for reduction of arma- 
ments which were made offi- 
cially in London at the meet- 
ings of the disarmament sub- 
committee of the United WNa- 
tions, of which the Soviet Union 
was a member, last March. The 
proposals, with some additional 
political demands as_ riders. 
were accepted by the Soviet 
Union and made a part of their 


proposal May 10 
_ Now stassen ieaks informa- 
tion that the “United States 


does not contemplate procéed- 
ing: with atomic disarmament” 
cespite conversations that have 
taken place within the subcom- 
mittee’ of the United Nations 
disarmament commission. 
Dulles Speech to U.N. 

In contrast to Stassen's idea 
that the inspection and control 
proposal which would provide 
warning against surprise attack 
was an end in itself, the Secre- 
tary of State, in his address to 
the United Nations Sept. 
called the President's proposal 
only a beginning which would 
do-‘what is required of a be- 
£inning:: namely, make it more 
possible to take subsequent 
steps.” 

“As such,” Dulles declared. 
“It would open the way to 
further steps toward inspection 
and disarmament, which we all. 
and I emphatically include the 
United States, waht to see” 

The Russians, to every ap- 
pearance, would like to reduce 
the burden of armaments. Their 
proposal for inspection and con- 
trol is not satisfactory to the 
West, but they have not closed 
the door to changes However. if 
they believe what Stassen savs 
—that our only interest is in 
an inspection and control sys- 
tem,-a fire alarm, which would 
reveal targets in the Soviet 
Union that have been concealed 
at enormous expense and effort 
with the Iron Curtain and the 
Soviet security system — they 
will not play; there will be no 
progress made on reduction of 
armaments or in ending the 
threat of nuclear war. 

Stassen believes that he un- 
derstands and represents the 
President's ideas. Dulles has 
other ideas. The President is 
the one man who could cut 
through the knot 

Perhaps no one, not even 
President Eisenhower ,. could 
halt the erosion of NATO. If 
it can be done he is the only 
leader able to do it. 

Not since the death of Lin- 
coln has the absence of one 
man been so critical

Began to Grow Up. 
After a while we began to 
grow up. The gang scattered 
here and there, and shortly the 
serious business of education, 
jobs and girls began to take 
all our time. 


Education progressed, and we 
learned geometry, music, rheto- 
ric, logic and a smattering of 
astronomy. History and biogra- 
phy were my favorites. The 
lives of great men and famous 
women intrigued me, and |! 
read-all I could find about them. 


We had an excellent history 
teacher, Miss Maggie Phelps, 
and an English teacher, Miss 
Tillie Brown, who was a genius 
at making us appreciate good 
literature. She also made us 
want to read it. 


I do not remember a bad 
teacher in all my experience. 
They were all different, of 
course, but they were the salt 
of the earth. They gave _us 
our high ideals, and they hardly 
ever received more than forty 
dollars a month for it. 

Debt to History. 

My debt to history is one 
which cannot be calculated. I 
know of no other motivation 
which so accounts for my 
awakening interest as a young 
lad in the. principles of.leader- 
ship and government. 

Whether that early interest 
stenimed parity from some hé- 
reditary trait in my natural 
make-up is something for the 
psychologists to decide. But I 


know that the one great ex- 
ternal influence which, more 
than anything else, nourished 


and sustained that interest in 
government and public service 
was the endless reading of his- 
tory which I began as a boy 
and which I have kept up ever 
since. 

In the process, I] became very 
interested in the men who made 
world history.. The lives of the 


great administrators of past 
ages intrigued me, and I soon 


learned that the really success- 
ful ones were few and far be- 
tween. I wanted to know what 
caused the successes or the fail- 
ures of all the famous leaders 
of history, 

The only way to find the an- 
swers was to read. I pored over 
Plutarch’s Lives time and time 
again, and spent as much time 
reading Abbott's biographies of 
famous men, I read the stand- 
ard histories of ancient Egypt, 
the Mesopotamian cultures, 
Greece and Rome, the exploits 
of Genghis Khan and the stories 
of oriental civilizations, the ac- 
counts of the development of 
every modern country, and par- 
ticularly the history of America. 


Studied Lives of Presidents. 


. It seemed to me that if I 
could understand the true facts 
about the growth and develop- 
ment of the United States gov- 
ernment and could know the 
details of the lives of its Presi- 
dents and political leaders, | 
would be getting for myself a 
valuable part of the total edu- 
cation which I hoped to have 
some day. I know of no surer 
way to get a solid foundation in 
political science and public ad- 
ministration than to study the 
histories of past administra- 
tions of the world’s most suc- 
cessful system of government. 

While still a boy, I could see 
that history had some extreme- 
ly valuable lessons to teach. I] 


‘learnt from it that a leader is 


a man who has the ability to 
get other people to do what 
they don't want to do, and like 
it. It takes a leader to put 
economic, military and govern- 
ment forces to work so they 
will operate. .In those periods 
of history when there was no 
leadership, I learned that s0- 
ciety usually groped through 
dark ages of one degree or 
another. I saw that it takes 
men to make history, or there 
would be no history. History 
does not make the man. 
History showed me that 
Greece, which was not as big 
as the state of Missouri, left 
us ideas of government that are 
imperishable and fundamental 
to any society of people living 
together and governing them- 
selves. It revealed to me that 
what came about in Philadel- 
phia in 1776 really had its be- 
ginning in Hebrew times. In 
other words, I began to see 
that the history of the world 
has moved in cycles, and that 
very often we find ourselves fn 
the midst of political circum- 
stances which appear to be new 
but which might have existed 
in almost identical form at 
various times during the past 
six thousands years. 
‘Insubordinate General.’ 
Especially in reading the his- 
tory of American Presidents did 
I become aware Of the value of 
knowing what has gone before. 
I learned that the idea of uni- 
versal military training, which 


was being hotly debated when 
I was in my teens, had first 


been recommended by Presi- 
dent Washington in 1792. I 


Not Remember a| $y 


ee, eld 
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demagoguery and eventually 
defied his commander in chief, 
and was interested to learn 
how President Lincoln. dealt 
with an insubordinate general. 


These iessons were to stand 
me in good stead years later, 
when I was to be confronted 
with similar problems. There 
were countless other lessons 
which history taught, that 
would prove valuable to me. 
There was the miserable per- 
formance of the Cammittee™én 
the Conduct of the War in the 
1860's, which did such a poor 
job for the Federal government 
that Douglas Freeman, in his 
life of Robert E. Lee, said the 
committee was worth several 
divisions to the Confederacy. | 
was thoroughly familiar with 
the antics of that investigating 
committee, and as chairman of 
the Senate Special Committee 
to investigate the defense effort 
in the 1940's, I avoided every 
pitfall into which my predeces- 
sors had fallen 


I learned of the unique prob- 
lems of Andrew Johnson, whose 
destiny it was to be thrust sud- 
denly into the Presidency to 
fill the shoes of one of history's 
great leaders. When the same 
thing happened to me, | knew 
just how Johnson had coped 
with his problems, and I did 
not make the mistakes he made. 


Witch Hunting in History. 


History taught me about the 
periodic waves of hysteria 
which started with the witch 
craze during colonial days, pro- 
duced the abominable ‘Alien 
and Sedition Acts of the 1790's, 
flourished -again in the Know- 
Nothing movement, the Antl- 
Masonic hysteria, Anti-Catholi- 
cism, the Ku Klux Klan, the 
Red Scare of 1919. When the 
cycle repeated itself during my) 
administration in the form ol 
anti-Communist hysteria and 
indiscriminate branding of in- 
nocent persons as subversives, 
I could deal with the situation 
calmly because | knew some- 
thing about its background. 


History taught me that the 
leader of any country, in order 
to assume his responsibilities 
as a leader, must know the his- 
tory not only of his own coun- 
try but of all the’ other great 
countries, and that he must 
make the effort to apply this 
knowledge to the decisions that 
have to be made for the wel- 
fare of all the people. 


Worked in Drug Store. 


My first paying Job was open- 
ing up a drug store in Inde- 
pendence for Mr. Jim Clinton 
at 6:30 in the morning, mop- 
ping the floors, sweeping the 
sidewalk and having everything 
shipshape when Mr. Clinton 
came in. When everything was 
in order. there were bottles to 
wipe off and shelves to dust. 
There must have been a thou- 
sand bottles to dust and yards 
and yards of patent medicine 
cases and shelves‘to clean. At 
least it seemed that way, because 
I never finished the bottles and 
shelves by school time and had 
to start the next morning where 
I'd left off the day before.

HAT lies ahead for the 
W United States makes a 

fascinating subject of 
speculation not only for 
Americans but also for 
thoughtful people through- 
out the world. This nation’s 
economic power is such that 
it exercises a gravitational 
pull on all other people 
whether it wants to or not; 
and its influence is cultural 
as well as economic. Noting 
this many foreigners profess 
to believe that the American- 
ization of mankind cannot be 
stayed by anything short of 
atomic war and both possi- 
bilities, to them, seem equal- 
ly_ terrifying. 

Sensitive Americans are 
also apprehensive. Without 
agreeing that America is 
completely materialistic they 
fear that a further preoccu- 
pation with goods, gimmicks 
and gadgets and an increased 
emphasis on quantitative 
rather than qualitative values 
will ultimately desensitize 
and dehumanize our whole 
people.

this is indeed a likely de- 
velopment. All the signs fa- 
vor it; the acceleration of la- 
bor saving devices, the re- 
placement of human skills by 
mechanical skills, the devel- 
opment of new materials and 
new sources of energy. It is 
also highly likely that werk- 
ing time will decrease pro- 
portionately as income goes 
up. 

What then? When every 
family has a $25,000 annual 
income and a worker spends 
no more than 24 hours a week 
on the job, how will society 
and human values be affect- 
ed?

“Fighting Indians of the 
West,” gave the story of the 
struggle between the United 
States and the Indian tribes. 
The second, “Trail Driving 
Days,” began with the evolve- 
ment of the Longhorns from 
Spanish cattle brought to this 
continent in 1521, and ends 
with the Great Blizzard of 
1887 which virtually wiped 
out the greatest range herds 
in the world. 
Now in the new volume it 
is the story of the westward 
march of the emigrants that 


is told. The chapters show’ 


the lands where they settled, 
what they found and what 
they did; the towns that they 
sited, and how and why they 
grew; religion and education 
on the frontier; how the pio- 
neers amused themselves— 
the Wild West shows and the 


rodeos, the music halls 
(usually called “Opera 
House”); how they main- 


tained law and order and ran 
their politics. 

The “characters” and myth- 
makers that came out of the 
West are well represented: 
Davy Crockett, “prototype 
for the western legends, the 
tall tales and Texas brags,” 
Horace (“Go-West’) Greeley, 
Hank Monk, Greeley’s legen- 
dary coachman immortalized 
by Mark Twain; Buffalo Bill, 
Bret Harte, Capt. Jack, the 
Poet Scout, Charlie Siringo 
and his Texas Cow Boy.

HIS biography of Col. 

William F. Cody is not a 

Ned Buntline version of 
the famous frontiersman, but 
an account of his life as his 
sister Julia Cody Goodman 
knew it and as she told it to 
Elizabeth Jane Leonard, with 
particular emphasis on the 
early years of Cody's life 
when his reputation was in 
the making. 


William Frederick Cody 
was born in Scott county, Ia., 
on Feb. 26, 1846, and he was 
only 8 years old when the 
Cody family moved to Kan- 
sas—‘“bleeding Kansas” as it 
was known in those days, 
when it was deciding for it- 
self the great issue of slavery 
or freedom. 


As a militant anti-slavery 
man, young Billy’s father, 
Isaac Cody, was thrown in the 
midst of the seething caul- 
dron of hate engendered by 
the controversy. His life was 
in danger many times from 
the “border ruffians” who 
sought to drive the anti-slav- 
ery people out of Kansas, and 
it was little Billy who fought 
by his father’s side. An in- 
jury at the hands of the ruf- 
fians was the direct cause of 
Isaac Cody's death. Billy was 
only 11 years old at the time 
and made-up his mind to be 

the bread winner. 


Billy's first job was with 
Majors and Russell, a freight 
hauling outfit ag messenger 
boy. He was advanced to 
bullwhacker and killed his 
first Indian at the age of 12 
when redskins attacked his 
wagon train. At 13 he was 
the youngest Pony Express 
rider. He then tried trapping 
and later became a scout for 


the United States Army. His — 


services in the Indian cam- 
paigns attracted the atten- 
tion of Gen. Phil Sheridan, 
who made him Chief of 
Scouts. 


The nickname “Buffalo 
Bill” came from his prowess 
as a hunter and while sup- 
plying meat for the track

When . Ned Buntline, the 
dime-novelist, met Bill Cody, 
he was fascinated by the fast- 
talking, engaging young fron- 
tiersman, and as a result he 
wrote novels so full of the 
romance of the West with 
Buffalo Bill as the hero, that 
the accounts of his exploits 
made even Cody gasp with 
amazement. 

Cody's association with 
Buntline gave him an idea 
and in the early eighties he 
capitalized on his exploits by 
organizing a Wild, West show, 
replete with cowboys, Indians, 
trick riders and fancy shoot- 
ers. He toured the world for 
20 years with his show and 
became the friend of kings 
and princes in Europe and of 
many influential people in 
America. He made.a fortune 


which, in later years, was 
wiped out by financial re- 
verses. 


Buffalo Bill has been the 
subject of much debunking 
by historians and biographers 
in recent-.years, but this biog- 
raphy, which faithfully re- 
cords all of his colorful and 
spectacular life, reveals that 
many of his exploits have a 
basis in solid fact.

BONN, Oct. 1 ‘AP)—Political 
sources said today West Ger- 
many’s powerful personnel com- 
mittee is expected to veto the 
appointment of former Lt. Gen. 
Adolf Heusjnger as one of the 
highest ranking generals in the 
new German army 

The committee, composed of 
38 prominent citizens, has abso- 
lute veto over the appointment 
of all officers of the rank of 
colonel and above. it was ap- 
pointed by Parliament as a 
civilian control over the crea- 
tion of the new army.

Followers of horse racing in 
the St. Louis district passed a 
total of $27,402,919 through 
the mutuel windows at Fair- 
mount Park and Cahokia 
Downs during the 120-day-and- 
night thoroughbred racing cam- 
paign which ended at the East 
St. Louis track last night. 

There was little difference 
in the betting totals at the two 
tracks—both down from the 
1954 figures. A total of $13,- 
511,230 was wagered at Fair- 
mount, while at Cahokia (figur- 
ing a $375,000 handle for the 
final night) it was approximate- 
ly $13,891,689. The 1954 Fair- 
mount handle was $15,638,258 
and Cahokia’s $16,015,356. 

The season’s handle brought 
the total since night racing was 
introduced to $114,813,906. 

The new Illinois law which 
went into effect on July 1, re- 
ducing the state’s share of the 
mutuel handle when the wager- 
ing total is under $300,000 to 
4 per cent, instead of 6 per 
cent, cut $269, 141.34 from the 
state’s “take.” Under this new 
law, Cahokia benefited more 
than Fairmount, since the Col- 
linsville track had only 16 
nights of racing under this 
system.

T HERE is mounting evidence in the nation’s family agencies 


of parenhood has backfired not only against society but 
against the very children who were reared that way. 

It has produced neither well-adjusted nor creative children 
—as hoped for—but rather youngsters who are untrained for 
life and end up paying the price themselves. 


Typical of the writer's find- 
ings throughout the country. is 
the report from the Washington 
Institute of Mental Hygiene by 
psychiatric social worker Thel- 
ma DuVinage, in charge of in- 
take 

“Some youngsters come to us 
who are just ‘lumps’,” she 
stated. “They have ‘just been 
fed and coddled. Their parents’ 
idea of raising them has simply 
been to do things for them— 
never to expect anything from 
them. 

“If such a child complains 
about food, he is given other 
food—every complaint is met. 
If he feels like messing up the 
house or even breaking things, 
he is allowed to. The well-in- 
tentioned parents have been 
trying to make him ‘happy’. 
They have had the idea that 
a child must be continuously 
happy but they have overlooked 
the fact that it helps the child 
to experience disappointment 
once in a while.” 


Such children, the case stud- 
ies indicate, grow up with no 
sense of live and let live and 
no motion of Society's basic 
equation: rights equal obliga- 
tions. Moreover they are psy- 
chologically weak, with dis- 
torted egos. As Miss DuVinage 
put it, “These children have no 
sense of identity.”

HE story of a girl named 
Paula, culled from thous- 


ands of cases in the files of 
Family Service Association 
agencies, illustrates how the 
child eventually pays. 


Paula is 14, eldest child in a 
family which could afford to 
send her to an outstanding 
private school. The case history 
notes, “Though Paula had a 
fixed allowance she was able 
to get extra money anytime she 
wanted it by ‘begging’ or 
“nagging’.” 

About a vear ago Paula 
stopped resorting even to these 
measures. She simply went into 
her father’s desk drawer. 
where houseltfold funds were 
kept, and helped herself. Her 
father made feeble attempts to 
discipline her, but gave these 
up because he felt, as he put it, 
“that discipline was . old- 
fashioned.” Paula was per- 
mitted to go out as many as 
five nights a week and no ef- 
fective attempts were “made to 
govern the hour when she came 
home. The case history notes 
“an almost total absence of 
controls.” ° 


Paula carried with her to the 
private school the pattern of 
behavior she had learned at 
home. Her case history ends 
with the terse line, “Last 
March, in the middle of the 
semester, Paula was expelled 
from school.” 


The most pathetic thing 
about Paula's father, a case 
worker remarked, was that he 
actually believed that he had 
given-in to the girl because he 
“loved” her. It took a long 


time to show this father the

ders related. “This boy 
had no idea of life in society. 
His mother had pampered him 
—she always took his side when 
his father tried to discipline 
him. Yet it was the mother who 
sat there and cried all during 
the court hearing. The father 
came up and shook my hand 
and said, ‘You did what had to 
be done.’ 


“This mother had hurt, 
helped, the boy. 
didn't realize that 
more discipline at home he 
would need less in court. She 
pampered him right into bad 
boys’ school.” 

Where did the “let children 
do as they please” idea come 
from? 

It was part of a Great Ex- 
periment in human_ behavior 
over the past quarter-century. 

It was an experiment to find 
out what would happen to the 
human being if you just let 
him grow.:You weren't to train 
him. You weren't to be old-fash- 
ioned enough to give him moral 
precepts. 

You weren't to interfere with 
the free development of his per- 
sonality for fear of stunting or 
impairing it. The new human 
being was to grow untouched 
by restraint and discipline 
and was in no event to be 
frustrated. 

A prominent New York psy- 
chiatrist told me of an emo- 
tionally disturbed family in 
which the mother was under 
psychiatric treatment while her 
son also, age 9, was under care 
of a psychological therapist. The 
therapist was an ardent fol- 
lower of the Great Experiment. 
She encouraged every form of 
free expression on the part of 
the youngster. On one occasion 
the psychiatrist went on an er- 
rand with the mother and son 
in a taxi. As they left the taxi, 
the nine-year-old turned to the

“She's a b--—!" 

The taxi driver was flabber- 
gasted. All he could say was, 
“I'd never have lived to say 
that when I was a kid.” 

This was an intuitive man-on- 
the-street reaction. But the 
knowledgeable psychiatrist re- 
acted quite the same way. He 
had the child discontinue treat- 
ment with the do-as-you-please 
therapist and placed under rea- 
sonable limits and controls. 

“As a result,” the psychiatrist 
commented, “both the mother 
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and the child were better off.” 


The coddling mania probably 
reached its high point when 
a Canadian psychologist per- 
formed a series of experiments 
with rats and his findings were 
reported under the headline 
“Finds Coddling Makes Rats 
Healthier, Wiser.” This was 
promptly seized upon by some 
of the enthusiasts of the Great 
Experiment, who leaped to the 
conclusion that what is good for 
rats is also good for children. 

The idea of jettisoning dis- 
cipline and the time-honored 
training of children was no- 
where more warmly received

As recently as last March a 
Russian child welfare official 
warned on the Moscow radio 
that parents should not spank 
their children for this would 
“make children sly, untruthful, 
and iretful” and would render 
them “incapable of building 
the new Soviet life.” 

But many Americans are like- 
ly to believe it would be a bet- 
ter life for everybody if the 
Molotovs, Berias, and Vishin- 
skys all had been given a few 
competent spankings along the

ROM rats to Russia there has 
F teen little in the Great Ex- 

periment to indicate that it 
has been other than a blind al- 
ley. Those in the forefront of 

American sociology and psy- 
chology are today willing to 
admit that the experiment has 
been a failure and are pointing 
now to avenues of child rearing 
which promise greater progress 

Instead of “free expression” 
and “don't frustrate them,” 
many leaders in the child care 
field now are speaking of “‘lim- 
it setting,” the need for “con- 
trols,” and “management of 
impulses.” But stripped of tech- 
nical verbiage, the new trend 
and its implications were well 
expressed by a young mothe! 
whom I overheard speaking to 
her eight-year-old boy when he 
had done something wrong 

“I don't blame you as a child 
for trying to get away with 
everything you can,” she said 
—“but as a grown-up | would 
not be doing you any good if I 
let you get away with it.” 

Another young mother, being 
helped with her problems by the 
Family and Child Services of 
Washington, D.C., remarked to 
a case worker, “I shouldn't say 
this, but sometimes I get so 
angry at my child that I can 
hardly stand it.” 

Her attitude was typical of 
thousands of mothers — and 
fathers too—who are worried, 
guilt-ridden, or just plain mixed 
up about getting angry. Some- 
times they put it in other words: 

“I know it’s not right to get 
angry with my children. 
There must be something 
wrong with me but I just 
can't help flying off the han- 
die once in a While.” 

“I try to hold it in_as long 
as I can, but then I just have 
to let loose.” 

“I'm actually afraid of what 
I might do‘ when I get angry.”

HE feeling is so widespread 
T that psychologists have given 

it a name—"“parental neuro- 
sis.” In St. Petersburg. Fla.. 
Psychologist Martin Griffin de- 
scribed the malady as “a disease 
in which nice, ordinary parents 
who love their children and 
want to do ‘the right thing’ 
are beating themselves over the 
head with guilt feelings when 
they reach out and swat some 
particularly outrageous behav- 
ior on the part of their off- 
spring.” 

The cure for “parental neu- 
rosis” is an understanding of 
what anger is, how it works, 
and what constructive part it 
can play in child-rearing. To 
condemn it out of hand is an 
implied criticism of the Creator 
for putting it there; a more pro- 
ductive approach is to find out 
why He put it there. 

Psychological studies have es- 
tablished that emotions are a 


source of energy. They give us 
a shot of additional brain power 
and muscle power so that we 
may cope with an emergency 
situation. It is the emotion of 
fear which enables a man to 
run faster when a lion is chas- 
ing him than he could under 
less demanding circumstances 
Likewise the emotion of anger 
shoots through our system 
emergency energies designed to 
help us cope with a threatening 
situation. 

With parents, it is not anger 
itself but rather repressed 
anger which causes blow-ups. 
Fathers-and mothers who try 
hardest to “control themselves” 
often are the ones who blow 
their tops. 

. * . 

N the case of flagrant misbe- 
J havior by a child, the emotion 

of anger might send to the 
parent's brain and muscles a 
torrent of energy which at first 
might suggest anything from 
locking the child in his room to 
a savage beating, but when it is 
not under pressure the brain 
can evaluate the effectivenéss 
of various courses of action. If 
is not likely to select one which 
will only make matters worse 
and leave the. parent himself 
feeling wretched. 

Pethaps the brain may coun- 
se] the forfeiture of one of the 
child's privileges, or an extra 
chore to do, a reasonablv-ad- 
ministered spanking, or a half- 
hour lecture—all depending on 
the individual parent and child 
Whatever is chosen, it will rep- 
resent a constructive use of the 
emotional energy rather than a 
blowing up of the boiler 

What about the child's anger” 
Children are equipped with this 
emotion, too, and their expres- 
sion of it often baffles parents 
or even frightens them 

Yet it is no more healthy for 
a child to repress anger than it 
is for a parent. Part of a child’s 
education is learning that anger 
is a natural condition and how 
to employ it constructively. This 
means that a child must be 
trained in an effective and ac- 
ceptable manner. He must learn 
that it will do him no good to 
rage and stomp when he is 
angry and that it will only 
him into further trouble if he 
bashes little brother or sister 
on the head 

If anger is to be emploved 
constructively it 


must serve 
ones own best interests 
whether adult or child An 
adult who is angry because a 


policeman has stopped him on 


the highway soon learns that 
calling the policeman names 
won't help. 
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INCE parents have had more 
S experience with good and bad 

uses of anger, they are in 
position to help the child choose 
good ones. When a father scizes 
the arm of a child who is about 
to throw a rock at the boy next 
door, he is indicating to him 
that this manner of expressing 


anger is likely to bring bad 
results. The same is true of a 
mother who spanks the little 


girl who has just angrily broken 
a vase. The idea is not to sup- 
press the emotion but to in- 
dicate to the child the differ- 
ence between using and misus- 
ing the emotional energies 

It helps children to come to 
terms with their own emotions 
if they can observe that their 
parents have similar feelings 
“Grown-ups do get angry, and 
children should know it,” one 
psychologist commented. 

Many counselors in 
years warned parents 
have disagreements or argu- 
ments in their children's pres- 
ence. This, it was supposed, 
would severely rock the family 
boat and might swamp it. But 
few counselors 
vice today. It is recognized 
now that rough weather at 
home, just as rough weather at 
sea, provides a necessary con- 
dition for learning how to nav- 
igate. 

So to the young mother who 
came to the Washington family 
agency so upset about her own 
anger, the patient counsel was 
—“No human being is even- 
tempered all the time. We all 
react to irritations, and chil- 
dren can be mighty irritating at 
times. A parental outburst once 
in a while can clear the air. It 
certainly is better than storing 
up resentment.”

Since we were sure the dogs hadn't 
bothered them, it seemed most likely that the mother 
rabbit had moved her youngsters to a more secure loca- 
tion. The odd thing was the building of the nest no more 
than a dozen feet from the door, right out on the open 
lawn in a tuft of fairly long grass. Ordinarily I doubt she'd 
have byilt there, but the dogs had been away at the kennel 
for two weeks and there was nothing else to bother her. 

This set me to thinking about the ability of the cot- 
tontail, as well as of some other seemingly helpless species, 
to survive under the severest ‘kind of pressure from the 
so-Called predators. And here in our vard, almost at the 
doorstep, was a wonderful example of how this small 
mammal, which furnishes food for so many others, has 
pdapted itself to keep the race of rabbits going. Here at 
Possum Trot, cottontails get one big break, in that they 
aren't preyed upon by men—except for trespassers. who 
climb over the fence with a gun. Yet there are pienty of 
other predators: foxes, owls, hawks, an occasional black- 
snake big enough to swallow the small rabbits, old Veronica 
the farm cat, our own dogs and those from neighboring 
farms. But the rabbit has been living with all of these for 
hundreds, if not thousands, of years and managing to sur- 
vive. And I am convinced that the limiting factor on the 
rabbit population isn’t that we don’t hunt them, but is the 
use we make of our land. 
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It seems to me that in the whole field of wild- 
life few subjects are less understood—or perhaps 
it would be better to say, more misunderstood— 
than predation. The main reason for this is our 
propensity for judging all living creatures as good 
or bad according to some use we wish to make of 
them—or according te purely human standards 
which actually cannot apply to animals and which 
we don’t even follow ourselves. We forget that for 
eons longer than men have inhabited the earth, 
life has followed patterns which we call predation 
and without which life could not exist.

@ AS THE GREAT ECOLOGIST PAUL ERRINGTON of 
Iowa has put it: “Apart from the refinements evolved by 
man, life is mainly a process of unimaginative exploita- 
tion of the exploitable, with the participants living as best 
they can.” Thus it might be said that the only true preda- 
tor or harmful predator is the one which preys upon his 
fellow creatures for sport or profit. And the horned owl 
which pounces upon the rabbit is no more a predator than 
is the gourmet who pounces on his rare filet mignon. Both 
are interested in eating to sustain life, though the gourmet 
undoubtedly wastes more food than the owl.

A great deal of research has been done in this 
field of predation by wildlife biologists and from 
this research it is possible to draw some interesting 
conclusions. One is that the animal which is pur- 
sued or preyed upon actually does adapt itself 
through the centuries for survival. And another is 
that availability is the factor which determines 
what animals shall be preyed upon by others. 
Thus as long as field mice are present in an area 
in great abundance, they are used as food by most 
of the small carnivorous birds and animals. The 
same is true of certain insects and fishes, of rab- 
bits and even of large mammals in the great game 
fields of Africa and the Arctic wastes.

@ ANOTHER INTERESTING CONCLUSION which must 
be drawn from the research is that predation—other than 


Qi: morning this week, as we stood in the yard a few 


by such man-made means as the gun, plow, ax and fire— 
is seldom a factor in limiting the population of any species. 
Almost always it is the environment—the amount of food 
and cover and range, as well as the pressure from other 
species that use these same resources, which determines 
how many quail or rabbits or deer or racoons can be 
supported on a given area of land. 

Predation research also brings us definite new know!l- 
edge of the actual food habits of many creatures which we 
presecute as predators. Thus the broad-winged hawk has 
a diet consisting of 83 per cent insects, rats and mice, frogs 
and snakes, no poultry or game birds and about one-half 
of 1 per cent rabbits. The same is true of the red-shoul- 
dered hawk, although it may taxe about 3 per cent of its 
diet in poultry. game birds and rabbits. Even the red-tail, 
with 17 per cént of game and poultry in its diet, takes rats 
and mice for 53 per cent of its meals. Sparrow hawks take 
no game whatever, living almost entirely on insects, rats 
and mice and small snakes and frogs. The big marsh hawk 
takes a fair share of small song birds which are usually 
excess population, but is also a great mouser. The little 
sharp-shin dines mainly on small birds and only the 
Cooper's hawk takes an appreciable amount of poultry and 
game, which makes up 22 per cent of its diet. Thus the 
whole family of hawks might be called “flying mouse 
traps” which are worthy of complete protection against 
predation by men, except in occasional instance.

bookings, the voice chosen for Alice was that of an ad- 
vanced student of opera, then still in her teens, at the University 


of Neuva Leon, in Mexico. 


Now the voice, together with the 


rest of the young singer, has materialized in St. Louis. 


It has done so in the form— 


and a nice form it is—of a 
sprightly, dark-eyed, creamy- 
complexioned lyric’ soprano 


named Eudoxia Gonzalez, who 
is about as big as a minute and 
five seconds, The circumstances 
that brought her here have a 
certain wonderland flavor of 
their own. Eudoxia is beginning 
a year’s study of voice and opera 
at the St. Louis Institute of Mu- 
sic on a scholarship, and she is 
making her home with a South 
St. Louis couple who are footing 
the bills for all her other ex- 
penses—a couple who came into 
her life by the merest chance. 
And Eudoxia is cramming Eng- 
lish and coping with the intrica- 
cies of St. Louis transportation 
with much the same flabber- 
gasted air as Alice had in the 
presence of the caterpillar. 
Between lessons, Eudoxia 
Gonzalez -is spending a good 
deal of time right now explain- 
ing how to pronounce her first 
name, so let's give it a quick 
run-through. The initial “E” 
has the long “a” sound, the “u” 
is pronounced like “oo,” the 
“o” is long and receives the ac- 
cent, and the “x” is the same as 
in English. “Ay-o0-DOX-ia.” 
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UDOXIA’S St. Louis spon- 
F sors are Mr. and Mrs. Otto 

C. Miller, of 3942A Fillmore 
street. Miller is traffic man- 
ager at the Beacon Paper Co., 
and his wife, Sophia, is a book- 
keeper at the Peter Hauptman 
Tobacco Co. They live in the 
second floor portion of a com- 
fortable two-family house that 
they share with Miller’s broth- 
er, Edward. 

The Millers are not wealthy, 
but, with no children of their 
own, they have given them- 


‘selves over completely to the 


cause of seeing Eudoxia through 
her final training period. This 
makes for some interesting 
times in their household, where 
the expressive gesture is help- 
ing to fill the gap between 
the Mexican girl's faltering 
English and the Millers’s guide- 
book Spanish. Because they be- 
lieve that Eudoxia has a future 
and because they have grown 
as fond of her as if she were 
their own, the Millers have 
drastically revised their whole 
life around the policy “Eudox- 
ja first.” 


The events that led to the 
Millers’ becoming proteges of 
a budding opera singer were 
set in motion two years ago, 
when their first meeting came 
about on a train that was pull- 
ing out of Mexico City. 


“We were On our way basx 
to the states after our first va- 
cation in Mexico,” says Mrs. 
Miller.“‘In the seat behind us, 
we heard someone humming 
and singing a little Mexican 
song in a wonderful, clear s0- 
prano. J couldn't help turning 
around to see who had such a 
fine voice, and there was this 
lovely girl sitting beside a very 
handsome young man. 


“I knew very little Spanish, 
so I said to her in English, 
‘What a beautiful voice you 
have.’ She said ‘Gracias.’ So 
there we were, wanting to chat 
and not able to do a thing about 
it. When the stewardess came 
along a little“later, we asked 
her to tell the girl we'd like to 


hear her sing some more. She 
did better than that. She took 
all four of us to the dining 
car, which was vacant then, and 
helped with introductions. Then 
Eudoxia sang ror us—bits of 
opera and folk songs — until 
lunch time.” 


The young man with Eudoxia 
was her older brother, Roberto. 
By the time they got off the 
train, they had agreed with the 
Millers that they must meet 
again. 
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UDOXIA, it turned out, was 
F. convalescing from a break- 

down brought on by an im- 
pulsive venture into feminine 
suffrage. The year before, 
1952, was the year when Adolfo 
Ruiz Cortines was running for 
President of Mexico. As she 
tells it, the way Ruiz Cortines 
affected her sounds.about like 
this: 


“I do not know heem before, 
but when I read about Ruiz 
Cortines and hear heem speak, 
I know I want heem to be Presi- 
dent. Weemen do not have the 
vote in Mexico then, so what 
can I do? I offer to seeng for 
heem—no pay.” 


Friends here have been quite 
carried away by Eudoxia’s ef- 
fervescent attacks on English. 
Instead of affording her ex- 
emplary contact with authentic 
English sounds, they find her 
accent so delectable that they 
often find themselves sliding 
off into unconscious imitations 
of it. 


Well, anyway, the presidential 
candidate, who may have heard 
that music has been an asset to 
some campaigns made in the 


United States, gladly accepted 


her offer. For two months, Eu- 
doxia was a member of the 
campaign party. She had just 
been graduated from the Na- 
tional Institute of Fine Arts, 
which is quartered in the Pa- 
lacio de Bellas Artes, the im- 
posing landmark in Mexico City 
familiar to most tourists. The 
campaign schedule called for 
visits to all the 28 Mexican 
states, with at least one con- 
cert, and usually two, a day. 


Eudoxia worked out several 
programs of 13 songs each, 12 
of them operatic arias and the 
last a composition of her own 
dedicated to Ruiz Cortines, She 
went through one program or 
another in its entirety at each 
stop, sometimes as early as 7 
a.m. Then she would sing two 
or three encores. 


It would be interesting to see 
how voters in the United 
States would respond to a can- 
didate for office who included 
in his appeal a program of op- 
era music at every stop. How- 
ever, it is a matter of history 
that the Mexican farmers, fac- 
tory workers and city folk 
handed Ruiz Cortines a thump- 
ing victory, and that the victor, 
standing before a large crowd 
of them with camera flash bulbs 
popping, gave Eudoxia a large 
share of the credit. For what 
it may be worth, it is also a 
matter of history that women 
now have the right to vote in 
Mexico. 


But the campaign took a lot 
out of Eudoxia, and soon after 
it was over she suffered a col- 
lapse from complete exhaustion. 
The President insisted on pay- 
ing for her medical care for 
the next two years.

For there 
is no responsibility for 
distant relations as there 
is for close _ relations. 
Their children do not 
have to be given presents 
at Christmas and birthday 
Nor is there any need to 
try to develop a friendship 
between their children and 
one’s own children. 
Parties can be given and 
weddings can take place 
and there is no need to bother about the distant relations. 
They do not have to be invited in place of friends one 
would prefer to have. ~ 

Distant relations do not have to be called on regularly 
once or twice a year. They do not have to be told family 
news in advance of others for fear that if they hear the 
news outside their feelings will be hurt.

NO EFFORT need be made to find jobs for the sons 
of distant relations. If they get into trouble there is no 
obligation to help to get them out. That sort of thing can 
be left to their close relations.

HE Zion Methodist Church, 
T which sits on a hillside sur- 

rounded by farming country 
near New Athens, IIL, about 45 
. miles southeast 
of St. Louis, 
was built just 
three years af- 
ter the end of 
the Civil War. 
It is a well- 
p rop ortioned 
building, of 
simple, classic 
design, but its 
old bricks are 
beginning to 
CHURCH LAMP, crumble. 

The church stands by a 
country road, and the lawn, 
which is shaded by four huge 
locust trees as venerable as the 
building itself, slopes down to 
the burial ground where old- 
fashioned gravestones mark the 
resting places of people who 
once sat in the pews. 


When the church was built, 
87 years ago, it was filled each 
Sunday with German and Swiss 
families who had settled in the 
area, known in those days as 
“Dutch Hill.” Today the church 
has a congregation of three. all 
members of one family, who 
are determined to keep the 
doors of the church open as 
long as they live. 


The interior of the church 
looks almost as it did when it 
was built. The pews are 
straight-backed and a little for- 
bidding. An old-fashioned wide 
pulpit stands at the back of the 
rostrum and before it is an 
altar rail of heavy black wal- 
nut which looks as though it 
might have been made by hand. 
At the left of the altar is a 
foot-pedal organ dripping with’ 
woodeg, ornamentation. At the 
right is a severe upright piano. 

The floors are of old-fashioned 
wide boards, well worn by gen- 
erations of feet. A_ strip of 
threadbare crimscn carpet cov- 
ers the center aisle. At each of 


the six windows are wall 
brackets, holding old-fashioned 
kerosene lamps with glass chim- 
neys. Back of each lamp is 
once-shiny reflector. 

There are 12 pews on one 
side, but on the other side 
only eight to make room for 
the iron, pot-belly stove which 
heats the little church in winter- 
time. 
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UT now it’s autumn. Through 

the open windows you can 

see the locust trees, corn- 
fields and distant woodlands. A 
slight breeze the grass 
around the gravestones, and the 
whole place seems to have been 
suspended in time for more than 
three-quarters of a century. 

The first to arrive this par- 
ticular Sunday morning was the 
tev. Mr. John W. Cummins, a 
young Methodist 
had driven over from Marissa, 
from the

church, tu conduct the service 
The Rev. Mr. Cummins is a 
short, sincere young man who 
is occupying his first pulpit at 
Marissa. He drives to Zion 
church every other Sunday to 
conduct service for the con- 
gregation of three. He is the 
latest in a long string of min- 
isters who have done the same. 


He parked his car under one 
of the locust trees, and in a 
few minutes another automo- 
bile arrived. It was a black 
sedan with three passengers; 
an elderly woman and a young- 
er man and woman, but both 
past middle age. The man 
parked his car under another 
tree, then picked up the aged 
woman and carried her in his 
arms into the church. The 
other woman greeted the min- 
ister and then handed him two 
five-dollar bills. 


“These,” she said with a 
grave smile,” are for you.” 


He thanked her, pocketed the 
money, and then introduced me 
She was Miss Pearl Wildy. The 
man was her brother, Alex 
Wildy, and the elderly woman 
their mother, Mrs. Catherine 
Wilds We walked into the 
church together. Wildy had pre- 
ceded us and and settled his 
mother in a pew. She is 88 years 
old and partially paralyzed. Miss 
Wildy arranged a shawl around 
her shoulders and then looked 
up at the minister with a smile 
which seemed to indicate they 
were ready to begin

HE minister took his place 
T in the pulpit. Picking up a 

hymn book — “Christian 
Service Songs,”"—he announced 
the hymn, “Number 68 We 
will sing the first, second and 
third verses.” 


Miss Wildy went to the pi- 
ano, leafed through her copy 
to find the number, and placed 
it on the piano between two 
other books to keep the pages 
from turning. 

Then she played the intro- 
ductory bars. following which 
The Rev. Mr. Cummins in 
strong tenor, Alex Wildy in a 
soft deep voice and Miss Wildy 
herself in thin soprano, sang— 


Holy, Holy, Holy. Lord God 
Almighty, 


Early in the morning, Our 
song shall rise to thee... 


They sang as unselfconscious- 
ly as if they were in the midst 
of a large congregation with 
choir and deep, rolling pipe- 
organ accompariment. When 
the hymn ended, Miss Wildy 
took her place beside her moth- 
er and brother and the Rev. 
Mr. Cummins prayed. ,Then, 
just as though the church were 
filled, he preached earnestly on 
The Fullness of Life. 

Meanwhile, listening to the 
sermon, my eyes strayed to the 
altar, and | thought of the full-

ness of life it had witnessed 
up through the years: 


The marriages—" ... For

The Easter services — “Up 
from the grave He arose....” 


The Christmas programs— 


Childish voices reciting

the house....” followed by 
the Christmas treat, each 
child receiving a red mosqui- 
to-netting bag filled with an 
orange and several choice 
pieces of hard-rock candy. 

The country revivals — 
“Would you be free from your 
burden of sin?...” 

The Lord's Supper— “Ye 
that do truly and earnestly re- 
pent’... and are in love and 
charity with your neighbors. 

.. Draw near... Eat.. 
Drink ye all of this. ? 


The minister closed with 
a praver and  »benediction, 
after which he shook hands 
with his congregation of three 
and headed. back to Marissa to 
conduct his regular service at 
the Methodist church there. 
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FTER he had gone, I sat 
A with the Wildys in the little 

church and talked. There 
was a time, I learned, when the 
church was filled with solid 
German, Swiss and _ English 
farmers and their families. But 
it's been years now since any- 
one attended the chureh except 
the three Wildys, behind which 
lies a story 

“We meet every Sunday, the 
three of us,” Miss Wildly told 
me, “even on the alternate 
Sundavs when the preacher 
doesn't come. We sing a song 
and have Bible school.” 

She handed me a copy of 
the Wesley Quarterly. The les- 
son for the day was marked 

“We follow the lesson and 
have a prayer,” she said. 

She is a small woman who 
wears neat shirtwaists . and 
sensible looking black shoes. 
and has a wealth of gray hair 
which looks as though it would 
be too heavy for such a small 
woman. Her eyes are bright 
and blue and through them 
shone the light of pure devo- 
tion as she continued the story. 

The first Wildys (the name was 
spelled Wildi then) came over 
from Switzerland in 1818. For 
some years the German and 
Swiss Methodist families held 
meetings in their homes. The 
church was organized in 1860, 
and built in 1868. 

“My grandmother, Mrs. Ja- 
cobim Wildy, was one of char- 
ter members,” Miss Pearl said. 
“She is buried out there. So 
are the twins and Dad. The 
twins were my brothers. One 
of them died when he was two, 
and the other one, Grant, died 
when he was 40. My father was 
one of the leaders of the 
ecrurch and when he married 
my mother on June 16, 1835. 
she became a member. She has 
been coming here now for 67 
years.” ‘ 

in 1903 the family went West 
for Mrs. Wildy’s health. When 
they left there was a congre- 
gation of 50. When they came 
back three years later they 
found the church closed. The

Wildys had given the church 
leadership. Then too, roads were 
better, new churches were be- 


“ing built in New Athens, only a 


couple of miles away, and at 
Marissa, and the congregation 
had just drifted away. 

“We were disappointed,” Miss 
Wildy said, looking down at the 
song book clasped in her hands. 
“It was our spiritual home. We 
are country people and we 
wanted a country church. We 
feél God is nearer to us here.” 


They reopened the church 
and kept it open with a few 
of the faithful until 1909, when 
Mrs. Wildy had to go West 
again for her health. 


“I was in no mood to carry on,” 
Miss Wildy explained. “It stayed 
closed until 1913.” 

Miss Wildy took a deep 
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breath, as though preparing 
herself to explain what she felt 
had to he explained. 

“My father came to me and 
said, ‘Pearl, why don't you re- 
open the church?’ ‘Never,’ I 
said. “It took courage and faith 
and devotion that I didn't seem 
to have. I was superintendent 
of the church at New Athens 
and—". Her voice trailed off. 
“When you don't face a job,” 
she explained, “you run away. 
But in my heart I knew.”

ISS WILDY faces the fact 
Nj now that she was deliber- 
ately avoiding what her 
heart told her had to be done. 

“We used to ge bob-sledding 
on winter nights,” she said, 
“and when we passed the little 
church I couldn't laugh and

always grow silent and TI could- 
n't get the church out of my 
mind. 


“Then one day in the fall of 
1912, I went out to round up 
the cows. That was one of my 
jobs on the farm. As I was 
going down to the pasture, I 
heard my name called. Three 
times. 1 looked around, but 
there was nobody there. It was 
a voice beyond my power te 
describe, but I heard it clearly. 
Then it said, ‘Will you open 
the church?’ I knew what I had 
to do. 

“I didn't tell my father what 
I had heard. But I did tell him 
that if-someone would turn the 
key, I would go.” 

Why did someone 
turn the key? 

“Because,” she explained, “I 
didn't have the authority. That 
was in the hands of the trus- 
tees. My father was a trustee. 

“One Sunday morning a few 
weeks later while I was helping 
him tie. his necktie—he never 
could seem to tie a four-in- 
hand properly—he said, ‘Pearl, 
will you lead the Sunday School 
if I open it?’ I said, ‘You turn 
the key, and I'll go.’ That winter 
we cleaned the church and on 
January 5, 1913, we opened it 


have to 


again. He turned the key every 
Sunday for years and years. 
Then finally one day I said. 
‘Dad, I'm strong enough now to 
turn the key.” 


The day they re-opened the 
church, 12 people came. Within 
a few weeks the number had 
grown to 29, and within a year 
or two they had a congregation 
of almost 60, and a flourishing 
School. The farmers 
came in buggies and wagons 

Then they came in automo- 
biles. “We had the first car.” 
Miss Pearl recalled. “It was a 
Ford sedan, and it was the first 
closed car they had seen around 
here. They called it ‘the glass 
car’ and everyone thought we'd 
get hurt in it.” 
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HE years passed. The only 
T time the church closed again 

was for a few Sundays dur- 
ing the influenza epidemic of 
1917 

“No one caught the flu. out 
here in the country,” Miss Pearl 
said, “but the government made 
us do it. We promised every- 
one’ they could get their Cross 
and Crown for perfect attend- 
ance anyway.’ 

But it seemed that as the 
young people grew up they 
started going away to newer 
and bigger churches. And the 
old folks died and were buried 
on the hillside. Finally there 
were no worshippers left except 
the Wildys. 

The morning was passing 

“We'd love to have you eat 
dinner with us,” said Miss 
Pearl, “if you don't mind a 
country Sunday dinner.” 

The Wildy farm is only a 
mile and a half from the church, 
by back-country roads. It's a 
red brick house with a white 
porch and white dormer win- 
dows, nestling in a grove of 
cedar trees, and surrounded by 
a neat white picket fence. Be- 
yond the picket fence are huge 
elms, locust and walnut trees, 
and beyond that stretches the 
farm land. 

While Miss Pear! cooked din- 
ner, her brother Alex and I sat 
on a broad, screened back porch 
which looks out at vegetable 
and flower gardens and a long 
grape arbor. Alex is 62 years 
old, a quiet man with a gentle 
smile. And a good farmer, He

and his mother and sister live 
on a tract of 160 acres, and he 
has other land totaling 275 
acres. He raises corn, soy beans 
ard wheat, and he showed me 
his sheds, filled with good 
modern farm machinery. Alex 
went away and lived in Montana 
for a few years when he was 
young. But when his brother 
died he came back. Since their 
father died, in 1944, he and his 
sister have run the farm and 
cared for their mother. 
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E SAT in the old-fashioned 
W aining room and ate coun- 

try sausage which Alex had 
made himself, and lima beans 
and peas from the garden, and 
two kinds of home-made bread, 
white and whole wheat. Every’ 
year Alex grinds some wheat 
himself to make the bread. 

After dinner we went .into 
the parlor, where four well- 
polished mahogany rockers 
faced one another. In one 
corner was an upright piano, 
Miss Pearl's mother taught her 
to play when she was five years 
old. In another corner, on a 
Victorian table, was a basket 
of. flowers made of wax, under 
a glass dome. They were made 
by Miss Pearl's aunt when she 
was a young girl. 

Miss Pearl brought out the 
old records of the church, well 
preserved books which cone 
tained Swiss and* German 
names running back to the mid- 
die of the last century. They 
also contained in her neat script 
the names of the ministers and 
their tenure. There have been 
49 of them. 

For years now, the Wildys 
can't recall just how long, they 
have been the congregation. 

“Just our family,” Miss Pearl 
said. “We're going to hold on, 
Our faith is calling us. There 
is a reason—it was meant for. 
us to-keep the church open.”

Then 
I found out.

The pale blond, brown-eyed 
Betsy went to her mother’s busi- 
ness college, worked for a rail- 
road, and then decided to take 
an aptitude test before entering 
college. 

“I had no great and burning 
desire to be an actress,” she 
said. “It was just my aptitude.”

As Crosby Sees It 


TV Westerns Make 
Good Fairy Stories 


By John Crosby 


NEW YORK, Sept. 24. 


SUPPOSE if you like fairy stories that Westerns are as 
| good as any. Originally all fairy stories started somewhere 
with a basis in fact. And then, as the years rolled by, they 
grew and grew and grew. I imagine Cinderella started somewhere 
with a real anecdote about a girl with a wicked stepmother. 


Our Westerns are getting to 
be like that. The legend is 
there and it is solidifying. The 
actual American West of the 
legend didn’t last very long. Its 


resemblance to the myth is 
getting more and more remote. 
Still it persists. The American 
Western drama is accepted and 
welcomed in the funniest 
places. All over the world you 
see playbills advertising a 
Western movie. I keep wonder- 
ing what's in it for these peo- 
ple. Our own connection with 
Westerns is pretty remote but 


we have some kinship with 


them. 
Still, the foreigners take to 
them as we take to Grimm's 


fairy tales and I think for the 
same reasons. And there is 
getting to be a new myth—that 
there are good Westerns. 
“Shane” was supposed to be 
one. Well, it had some fine 
photography and some good act- 
ing but it. was the same old 
malarky—the good guys against 
the bad guys. And guess who 
won”

AND NOW THERE its “The 
Life and Legend of Wyatt Earp” 
(on KSD-TV at 9 p.m. Sundays). 
This ABC production is billed 
as an adult Western which 
means that you can share it 
with your son without feeling 
guilty about it. 

ABC has done very well with 
another legend, that of Davy 
Crockett, and it has now almost 
gone into the legend business. 
Like Davy, this one opens with 
a song about its hero—‘Wyatt 
Earp, Wyatt Earp. Brave and 
bold. Long may he live and 
long may his story be told.” 

Well, Earp was quite a dis- 
tinguished marshal all right. 
But I greatly doubt that this 
series in any way resembled his 
life. In the first place—those 
clothes. When I was a kid, a 
cowpoke and sheriff alike wore 
echaps and a beat up ten-gallon 
hat and a bandana around his 
neck. I know because I—and 
all right-thinking kids—dressed 
the same wey. 


NOWADAYS — Hopalong 
Cassidys ahd Wyatt Earps wear 
skin tight pants and shirts that 
look as if they were turned out 
in Bond Street. The boys may 
be riding the range every day, 
but, by George, you will never 
find a speck of dust on any 


of these lads. By my own 
youthful standards, these are 
sissy duds. William’ S. Hart 


never dressed up in those form- 
fitting pants. In fact, until the 
present crop of Western dra- 
mas, nobody did except chorus 
boys. What's going on anyhow? 

As adult Westerns go, this 
one has fairly literate dialogue. 
Earp, played very well by Hugh 
O'Brien, stands up for law as 
opposed to aimless violence 
even to the extent of saying 
that ordinary citizens shouldn't 
carry guns, a heretical notion. 
An even more heretical notion 
is the idea that a local killer 
might just be insane and there- 
fore beyond the reaches of law 
enforcement. 

O’Brien looks a little like a

NEW YORK, Oct. 1—When 
an organization goes out of 
business because it has been so | 
successful—that’s news. 

The Nationa: Citizens Com- 
mission for the Public Schools | 
is going to do just that next | 
January, although it is only a/| 
little more than six years old. | 

What is this commission? 
What does it do? | 

Millions of Americans already 
know the answer. 

A year after the last world 
war ended, a group of dis- 
tinguished Americans began a 
series of exploratory meetings | 
on the problems of our public 
schools. Encouraged by promi- | 
nent educators such as Dr. 
James B. Conant, then presi- 
dent of Harvard University, they 
organized the commission in 
May of 1949 as a non-profit | 
corporation for the improve- 
ment of the schools. 

They were not professionally 
identified with education, re- 
ligion or politics and they re- | 
flected many different back- | 
grounds. But they had one big 
idea in common. It was this: 
The way to get better schools 
was to get plain citizens in- 
terested and working together | 
at local and state levels. 


EEE 


Opened Headquarters. - 


So under the chairmanship of 
New York publisher Roy 
Larsen, they opened up a na- 
tional headquarters at 2 West 
Forty-fifth street, New York 36, 
N.Y. : : | 
Their plan was to arouse the | 
{nterest of local communities 
across the nation in improving | 
their schools, then leave the | 
job up to them. | 

At that time there were only 
about a dozen citizens school 
improvement committees in ex- 
istence that lived up to the 
commission's definjtion of what 
such a committee should be 
That is, a committee that rep- 
resents the entire community, 
that works with the school au- 
thorities rather than trying to - 
oust them, and that proceeds | 
on a basis of facts rather than 
with an axe to grind. | 

Today the New York office | 
is in touch with 3000 of these 
committees and it estimates 
that the total in operation 
comes to around 12,000. 

2000 Letters a Day. | 


Acting as a clearing house 
of information, the New York 
office receives about 2000 let- 
ters a day How compared to the 
trickle it got at the start. 

The task the commission took 
on six years ago was to make 
the nation aware of the need 
for more and better schools 
and teachers, and to keep this | 
interest going once it was 
aroused. 


To help the local committees | 
do their job, the commission 
has printed a series of guide- 
books on educational problems. 

These tifles are samples of 
the questions dealt with: “What 
should our school accomplish?” 
“How can we get enough good 
teachers?” “How good are our 
teaching materials?” “what are 
our school building needs?” 

Individual copies of the 
booklets can be obtained free 
of charge by writing to the 
commission at the above ad- 
dress. Copies in 
can be had for what it costs 
to produce them. 

Six Years to Achieve Goal. 


On a visit to the New York 
office now you find a group of 
happy people When they 
opened up their office in’ 1949 
they gave themselves six years 
to achieve their goal. And they 
are happy because they feel that 
the job has been done well 
enough so that they can safely 
go out of business -now. (They 
credit the newspapers of Amer- 
ica with helping get their mes- 
sage across). The work will be 
carried on after January by 
state citizens committees. 

A lot has happened in the 
last six years. For instance: 

1. There has been a revolu- 
tionary grass-roots awakening 
to our king-size school problems. 

2. Citizens no longer consider 
the task confronting them as 
“impossible.” They have gained 
confidence from the passage of 
unexpected bond issues and 
other local successes, small and 
big 

3. Citizens and educators ac- 
cept the fact that they can work 
together now. “This is a major 
accomplishment,” a cémmission 
executive told me. “Six or 
seven years ago many educators 
did not welcome co-operation 
with citizens because they felt 
they did not understand the 
field.

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Ground Is 
Right for 
Planting 


By ELEANOR B. McCLURE 
Post-Dispatch Garden Writer. 


Since the return of autumn 
last week, we have enjoyed the 
finest rains we've had in several 
years, The ground now is in 


almost perfect condition for 
that most important task—fall 
planting. 

That's truly fortunate, for 
this year many home owners 
are faced with an extensive re- 
planting job. Successive sea- 
sons of drouth have brought in- 
calculable loss in shade trees 
alone. Lacking subsoil mois- 
ture, magnificent oaks have 
been literally starving to death, 
and many elms have suffered 
from both drouth and lethal 
diseases. 

Very noticeable, too, are the 
widespread fatalities among 

es, spruces and arborvitae. 

oth the drouth and the late 
freeze damaged pieris, dwarf 
hellies and yews, while such 
deciduous shrubs —as privets, 
weigelas, philadelphus and 
enonymus patens are still mu- 
tilated and misshapen. Some of 
these deciduous shrubs may 
eventually be restored to sym- 
metry by proper pruning, but 
many should be replaced. 

Let’s concede that the loss 
of large trees and shrubs is a 
dismal prospect. (One tender- 
hearted St. Loulsan even re- 
quested that the injured plants 
be removed during her absence 
from the city!) At the same 
time many home owners realize 
that the situation offers a fine 
opportunity for thorough gar- 
den revision. This is an excel- 
lent time to “upgrade” the 
planting by selecting choice 
shrubs and trees. 

A well-chosen planting can 
completely transform the ap- 
pearance of a residence. More- 
over, a genuine “face-lifting” 
has a practical value, as even 
the tax authorities will concede. 
A planting cost of 3 to 4 per 
cent, added to the original cost 


of the property, may reduce the ~ 


capital gains tax later on, if 
the house is sold at a profit. 

In the older sections of the 
city and county plantings were 
selected for quick effect. Along 
street after street are soft 
maples, sycamores and Chinese 
or American. elms. Even the 
smallest lots have veritable 
jungles of evergreens and neg- 
lected spireas, weigelas and 
mock orange—shrubs that have 
a short season of springtime 
beauty and look pretty drab the 
rest of the year. Furthermore, 
“foundation” plantings have 
taken over many a house, and 
greedy, oversized evergreens 
may darken even the second 
floor windows. 

In a replanting program it 
may be necessary to buy some 
large trees or shrubs. In gen- 
eral, though, it is best to shun 
the “quick effect” and to plan 
for long-time beauty, instead. 
The smaller the property, the 
more important it is to select 
really choice trees and shrubs 
that grow handsomer through 
the years. 

In recent weeks, when I vis- 
ited nurseries in Missouri and 
Illinois, it was encouraging to 
find so many different kinds of 
trees, shrubs and evergreens. 
Time and again I was shown 
dhoice plants that were being 
tested for our Midwestern cli- 
mate. 

A really wonderful variety of 
plants are now also offered in 
small “canned” sizes. That is a 
boon to the “plant-it-yourself” 
gardener, for such small trees 
and shrubs are relatively inex- 
pensive and can be handled with 
ease. They also grow remark- 
ably fast when set out in a well- 
prepared bed. We've been great- 
ly pleased with the “canned” 
broad-leaved evergreens set out 
Jast fall. The Chinese and 
Japanese hollies have filled out 
very nicely, and the pyracanthas 
have almost doubled in size. 
The Magnolia grandifloras are 
small but shapely trees. 

Home owners who are will- 
ing to start with small plants 
can in time replace barberry 
or privet hedges with yews 
or broad-leaved evergreens. 
Canned American hollies, 
spaced four feet apart, ane not 
prohibitively expensive. After 
a few years they make a won- 
derful background, for hollies 
may be clipped or trimmed to 
almost any size. 

It is a mistake, though, to set 
small plants in holes that are 
just large enough to accommo- 
date the roots. To encourage 
rapid growth and the formation 
of a sturdy root system, these 
small fellows are best planted 
in beds prepared at least 18 
inches deep. They should also 
be protected with an organic 
mulch, to conserve moisture

Recent moves in the real 
estate market point up some 
advice for those interested in 
buying a home—don’'t delay too 
long and don’t overload with 
installment obligations, Robert 
J. Sargent, president of the St. 
Louis County Real Estate Board, 
said yesterday. 

Credit curbs by the Federal 
Government and the slight 
tightening of the supply of 
mortgage money generally lead 


to those conclusions, Sargent 
added. 
“The Federal Housing Ad- 


ministration and the Vetgrans 
Administration a few weeks ago 
reduced the maximum length 
of home loans which they will 
insure or guarantee from 30 to 
25 years and raised,the down 
payment requirements by 2 per 
cent,” he explained. “This 
means, of course, that the home 
buyer must put down a larger 
sum upon purchase and make 
bigger monthly payments than 
he did formerly. 

“Because many builders had 
submitted applications to these 
agencies before the deadline, 
some houses covered by these 
are still on the market and may 
be sold under the more liberal 
terms in effect before the 
tightening. The supply of them 
is dwindling, however. 

“Moreover, returns from a 
recent survey for the Mortgage 
Council of the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards 
show that lenders are becom- 
ing more ‘selective’ in making 
home loans. In other words. 
they are scrutinizing the appli- 
cants more closely on their 
credit standing. Applicants 
with heavy installment obliga- 
tions more frequently are being 
rejected. Therefore, it is ad- 
visable for potential home buy- 
ers to think tavice before over- 
loading themselves with pur- 
chases on the installment plan,” 
Sargent concluded.

When spacing plants is is 
well to remember that small 
shrubs should be set from three 
to fout feet apart: 


Hedges of deciduous materials 
should have plants spaced from 
one to two feet, depending on 
their size, and evergreens need 
intervals of from two to three 
and a half or four feet. 

One final suggestion: avoid 
overplanting the property! One 
of the commonest mistakes is to 
scatter trees, shrubs, evergreens 
and flower beds through the 
lawn. In the garden, as in the 
house, we now strive for that 

“uncluttered look.” Remember 
that a broad, open lawn lends 
a feeling of spaciousness and 
gives depth and dignity to the 
setting of the house.

Most doctors are wonderful people. If 
they weren't, medicine would not occupy 
the position it does today as the most hon- 
ored of professions.

Helen, too. He shyly sent word through a 
friend that he'd like a date, but somehow 
Helen got the idea he was married, and 
brushed off the suggestion.

The construction of the shutters shown above 
is simple in principle and will go like clockwork 
once you get onto it. Each shutter frame is made 
of 1”-x-2” lumber, with common half-lap joints 
at corners and a recess on all four sides. Into the 
recess is fastened the decorative material 

(If you choose a fabric for this material, pull it 
taut around panels of 4s” hardboard and fasten 
it to the backs of the panels with masking tape so 
that it can be removed for washing. ) 

Stain and wax or varnish your shutters, and 
hinge them together in pairs to opposite sides of 
window frames. Measure carefully in determining 
shutter sizes so that each pair will meet in the 
exact center of a window when closed. *

He’s 88 today...

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
Every day, except in Washington's 
worst weather, Congress’ oldest mem- 
ber walks four miles to and from work. 
The trim, somewhat stooped figure of 
the senior Senator from Rhode Island, 
Theodore Francis Green, is a familiar 
sight as he moves at a brisk gait from 
his simple furnished room at the Uni- 
versity Club to his quarters in the Sen- 
ate Office Building on Capitol Hill. 

On arrival, he spurts up flights of 
Stairs at a rapid pace, scorning the ele- 
vators. He then puts in a full, active day 
as a lawmaker. Back at the club, he 
almost always changes for an evening 
of social activities. Besides being a 
bachelor — a social asset in Washing- 
ton — he is wealthy, cultured and of a 
warm, gregarious nature that keeps his 
personal popularity high. 

All of which is phenomenal when 
you consider that this spry little Yankee 
is 88 years old today. Im America’s 
history, only two Senators have held 
their seats after attaining their 88th 
birthday: Vermont's Justin Smith Mor- 
rill, who died in 1898 after a short 
tenure, and Virginia’s Carter Glass, 
who succumbed in 1946 after long ill- 
ness. Each was 88 at death. Green 
hopes to break all records by complet- 
ing his present term — his fourth — in 
1960 at the age of 93. 

He may do it, too. His physical and 
mental faculties are the pride of the 
Navy doctors who check hfm twice a 
year, and the envy of much younger 
colleagues. He is not only a legislator 
but also an accomplished athlete, 
aesthete, physical culturist, elder states- 
man, globetrotter and authority on 
how to keep fit. 


He Scoffs at Golf 


What's more, he lists mountain 
climbing and tennis as his favorite ac- 
tive hobbies, and scoffs at golf with, 
“It’s an old man’s game.” 

True, it has been some years since 
he climbed a 15,000-foot mountain in 
the Swiss Alps. Nor does he get in as 
much tennis as when he first came to 
Washington at 69. For one thing, he 
doesn’t have as much time: he is rank- 
ing majority member of the powerful 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
and the only committee chairman 
(Rules and Administration) from the 
entire Northeastern U.S. 

He also had to give up high diving 
when he was 82— on the advice of 
doctors and at the insistence of friends. 
Some of the latter, by the way, he has 
helped to bury after they succumbed to 
circulatory ailments Green feels could 
have been avoided. 

Green has given much thought to 
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keeping fit and living a long and useful 
life. As a small boy in the 1870s he 
was sickly — like his intimate friend, 
Theodore Roosevelt. Both men over- 
came their handicap by rugged living. 
sports and calisthenics. Ever since his 
days at Brown University, Green has 
kept his weight around 150 pounds. 

His secret is moderation — in food, 
drink and physical activity. The Sen- 
ator doesn’t think much of violent 
week-end workouts. Instead, he sup- 
plements his daily “constitutional” with 
regular swims in the University Club 
pool in Washington or the YMCA gym 
if he’s home in Providence. 

As for food, he samples and savors 
whatever is placed before him. Abroad, 
other Senators may crowd their lug- 
gage with remedies designed to ward 
off unfavorable experiences with exotic 
vintages and victuals. Green refuses to 
worry. He eats moderately, drinks 
moderately, retires when sleepy and 
slumbers almost immediately. 

At the same time, he enjoys unex- 
pected diversions —for example, a 
flight in a Navy jet fighter. He likes to 
take off from the deck of an aircraft 
carrier, and has done so at the Navy's 
North Atlantic Air headquarters in 
Quonset, R.I., which he was instru- 
mental in having established. 

Rhode Islanders long have been used 
to seeing their senior Senator get things 
done, both politically and personally. 
In Congress he has been a tireless 
fighter for projects he believes in. One 
has been the Weather Bureau, long a 


GREEN THE SOCIAL LION 

The story is told that the Senator, 
attending a Washington diplomatic 
reception, was asked where he was 
going next. Being scheduled for six 
parties that evening, he reached for 
his pocket appointment book. * “'!

Government “orphan” but particularly 
important to Green's Northeastern sec- 
tion since late-summer hurricanes have 
become so frequent there. Thanks to 
him, the Bureau this year received a 
$5,000,000 additional appropriation, 
which, his constituents feel, should 
Justify its cost many times over. 
_ Other Green-sponsofed legislation 
includes a World War II bill which per- 
mitted the Government to sell silver, 
stored at West Point, which was des- 
Perately needed by war industry. He 
also has played an important role in 
foreign affairs. He is a Democrat, but 
he has supported the bipartisan foreign 
policy of the present Administration 
without partisan prejudice. 

As for Green's devotion to physical 
fitness, Rhode Islanders have taken it 


for granted ever since 1932, when he 
won major office for the first time in 
running for governor. He was then 64, 
and had been in politics for a quarter- 
century, mostly on the losing side. 

The opposition poked fun at him as 
an eccentric, an effete aristocrat, the 
descendant of colonial governors and 
Revolutionary War generals, who was 
trying to imitate Tarzan by going in 
for wrestling, gymnastics and high 
diving at an age when most people were 
preparing to retire. There also were 
jokes over a socially prominent man 
with a long (and very successful) car- 
eer in banking, corporate law and 
industrial reorganization suddenly 
trying to make like a governor 


“Tarzan’’ Makes Good 


But the Green forces make the jokes 
backfire. They took full-page news- 
paper ads filled with photographs of 
their man on the tennis courts, high 
diving and running cross-country. The 
electorate, duly impressed, voted Green 
in by a landslide. During two terms he 
was affectionately known at the State 
House as Tarzan. And when he took 
aim on the Senate in 1936, nobody in 
the enemy camp thought i prudent to 
raise the “age’ issue 

Last year, as Green sought a fourth 
six-year term, the opposition did bring 
up the matter of his advanced years 
Even worse, a whispering campaign 
had it that he planned to retire two 
months after winning reelection, to 
make way for a hand-picked successor 
This angered Green, 

In an election-eve television per- 
formance, the Senator brought a vigo- 
rous campaign to a climax by denying 
indignantly that he would ever seek 
office without completing the full term 
to which he was elected. Twenty-four 
hours later, after his foe had conceded 
defeat by an overwhelming margin, the 
delighted victor again went before the 
cameras to express his appreciation. He 
felt so exuberant about the people's 
confidence, he said, that he was think- 
ing of seeking a fifth term in 1960 and 
perhaps a sixth in 1966, when he would 
be going on 100. 

Time will tell about that. Meanwhile, 
Green knows his job and sticks fo it. 
Right now, in the closely divided Sen- 
ate, every vote is crucial. The Demo- 
crats can always count on Green to 
show up. Old-timers can't recall any 
major vote he has missed. 

Over the years, Senator Green has 
overcome the hurdles of malaria, pneu- 
monia and other diseases that sapped 
his strength in early life. At 88, he gives 
every appearance of being physically 
and mentally in the pink. He is re- 
spected and admired by Republicans 
and Democrats alike. Says one much 
younger colleague, “I'd gladly trade my 
age with Senator Green — if I could 
have his spirit.” «

TEEN TOPICS 


The other day a reader wrote me that he had heard the 
expression: “You don't gain poise and graciousness 
until later years.”

! beat my ‘family curse’ 


Seemingly, this young woman was doomed by a disease that had killed 


both her father and her grandmother. Here:she tells how surgery saved her

THE AUTHOR strides gaily to work 
— a far cry from the frail woman of 
a year ago who rarely walked a full 
block. Thirty-two years old, Miss 
Elfenbein is the woman’s editor of a 
Providence, R.I., daily newspaper. 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. 
The doctor stood at the foot of the hospital 
bed. It was just five days after he'd cut open 
my heart. 

His grin was a yard wide as he said: “lI 
want you to run upstairs today.” 

He's gone mad, 1 thought. For the past 
several years an attempt to walk — never 
mind run — up a flight of stairs had ‘set my 
heart pounding, my breath rasping. 

But Dr. Dwight Emary Harken is a per- 
sistent man. He made me get out of bed, and 
led me down the hall of Mount Auburn Hos- 
pital in Cambridge, Mass. We stopped at a 
stairway. 

I grabbed for the bannister. “It’s all right,” 
said Dr. Harken calmly, “you can do it.” 


He's mad all right, | said to myself. But 
slowly I started up the stairs. Halfway up | 
thought: I'd better stop to rest. 

And then suddenly my heart gave a leap 
and I realized — 

I wasn’t tired! 

I started climbing again — faster. “That's 
enough,” Dr. Harken Called to me. “Now 
come on down.” . 

I almost skipped down the stairs. /s this 
me, | kept saying to myself, this woman who 
can go up and down stairs without pain? Can 
all this really be true? 

At the landing Dr. Harken smiled into my 
eyes. “About half the time,” he said quietly, 
“the patients cry.” 

I didn’t cry then. But back in my bed a 
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CAREER of Miss Elfenbein — here helping to 
take pictures of actor Donald Cook after an 


lew minutes later ] remembered another hos- 
pital ‘bed and another heart that had caused 
me many tears. 

It was_just 20 years ago, in Miami, Fla.., 
and the young man in the hospital was fight- 
ing his last battle with rheumatic heart — a 
battle he'd been waging for 25 years. 

My father had been very handsome. But 
now, Stretched in the hospital bed, he had 
skin that was as yellow as old silk, eyes 
Popped wide, nostrils that flared from long 
years Of straining for air. His face and body 
were bony-thin, starved by the lack of life- 
siving Oxygen. 

There was nothing the doctors of 1935 
could do for my father. They'd advised him 
‘© go to Florida for the climate, but a body 
that craves oxygen is not helped by a warm 
‘un. And so my father died, with the same 
quiet dignity with which he'd borne his afflic- 
ion for so many years. 

The memory of the way he looked that 
day in the hospital bed had always remained 
with me. Then one day six years ago it sud- 
denly was more than a memory. 

After recovering from a virus attack, I 
looked into a mirror and saw the image of 
my father- 

The pinkness was gone from my face, my 
“yes were wider, my skin molded close to my 
cheeks. I had been struck by the same scourge 
that had killed my father —‘and his mother 
before him. It had killed both of them in 
their 30s, and now it had hunted me down at 
the age of 26. Rheumatic heart, I thought in 
‘udden terror, was our family “curse.” 

It'’sa complex curse, I found out later from 

The body is invaded by an infection 
that first attacks the throat and sometimes

damages parts of the heart, causing (among 
other things) scars on the valves of the heart. 
These scars obstruct the flow of blood out of 
the heart to the body. Since the blood carries 
oxygen, the body's supply is gradually re- 
duced. 

The result is pain. In my case there was a 
pain in the side (from moisture in the lungs), 
a swelling of the feet and hands, a feeling of 
suffocation 

How well | know that feeling. Sometimes 
I've waked from a sound sleep with the sen- 
sation of being strangled. Take it easy, I'd 
sav. You can beat this thing down by your- 
self there's no need to bother anybody at 
this hour by phoning. 

Wheezing and choking, I'd reach for my 
little medicines, while inside me a growing 
panic clamored that I call for help. Some- 
times 1 was able to help myself; other times 
I surrendered and phoned my doctor, then 
waited frantically for him to come so I could 
breathe again. 


And Then There Was Hope 


Living became a slowly crawling affair. 
Like my father and grandmother before me, 
I faced my 30s as a semi-invalid, without 
skiing, swimming, even much walking. And, 
as the weary days went by, I became increas- 
ingly aware that I too was nearing the decade 
in which my father and grandmother had 
been struck down by a relentless killer. 

My doctor, of course, had diagnosed my 
ailment. For months he watched me carefully, 
keeping close tabs on the bump of scar tissue 
that was so effectively strangling me. But 
outside of relieving the increasing number 
of attacks, there was nothing he could do.

‘FAMILY CURSE’ CONTINUED 


Then one day there was something. A new 
operation, he told me, could erase scar tissue 
on the heart. Already many people like my- 
self hud been helped. Would I be interested 
in seeing if / could be? 

I was off to Boston as fast as I could; there 
a battery of heart specialists looked me over 
and concluded that the new operation might 
work for me. 

Late last February, after obtaining a leave 
of absence from my job, I checked in at the 
Mount Auburn Hospital. I was there but a 
few minutes when I was given a pair of white 
elastic stockings and told to put them on. For 
the following 30 days I always had to wear 
a pair, both awake and asleep, to insure 
proper circulation. 


One in 100 


The first five days were spent in observa- 
tion, rest and making me antiseptic, since the 
greatest care must be taken in an operation 
where the heart will lie exposed. 

Then — the night before the operation — 
there came a visitor. 

In the presence of my brother Dick and 
other members of the family, a doctor told 
me that there was one chance in 100 that I 
wouldn't come out of the operating room 
alive. Out of 300 such operations, he said, 
three patients had died. 

I thought for a few seconds, and then said: 
“Couldn't that be put another way — that 
out of 300 such operations, 297 lives had 
been renewed?” 

The doctor agreed with me. “I guess,” said 
my brother, remembering our father, “that 
we know the other side of the coin pretty 
well.” ss 

The next morning I was wheeled into the 
operating room, placed on a table to be stared 
at by a gaggle of green-clad technicians and 
doctors. Usually no cosmetics are permitted 
during surgery. (The color of your face tells 
the surgeons how well you're doing.) But 
the anesthetist was a red-haired woman doc-

tor and — understanding feminine vanity — 
she had allowed me to wear lipstick carefully 
blotted. 

I was quickly “put to sleep” and the doc- 
tors went to work. They opened a half-circle 
in my side, sectioned a rib, then tied back 
and collapsed one lung. 

Now came the big moment. Carefully, pre- 
cisely, the surgeon reached toward my heart 
with a small knife. He cut my heart open. 
Then, with infinite care, he pierced the scar 
tissue obstructing the valve so that the blood 
once more could flow freely. Finally the 
heart was closed, and my side stitched so as 
to leave a neat scar. 

The whole operation had taken just 45 
minutes. | 

I awoke on the way back to my room, ‘my 
face again a rosy pink. But I must have 
looked like a human Daddy Long Legs. 
There were tubes coming out of me from 
head to toe—from my ankle for blood 
transfusions, from my side for chest drain- 
age, from my mouth for liquid-food infu- 
sions, from my nostrils for oxygen. 

For the next 48 hours | slept, waking up 
intermittently to find one fewer tube sticking 
out of me. (The nurses removed them when- 
ever they were no longer needed.) When I 
finally awoke, I felt I had been kicked in the 
ribs (a sensation caused by the incision in 
my side). But a combination of pain-killing 
drugs and the cheerfulness of the nurses — 
all specially trained in caring for heart- 
surgery patients—-soon had me feeling 
better. 

After two weeks I was out of the hospital 
and on the way home, carrying with me de- 
tailed instructions on how to tell one kind of 
pill from another (I had over a half-dozen 
different types of pills to take), plus stern 
orders against overexerting. myself. 

A month later I was back in my doctor’s 
office — but only for a checkup. Off came the 
elastic stockings. And—happy day! —I 
was told I didn’t have to stick so rigorously to 


toward my heart’ 


my Ssalt-free diet. But my collapsed lung 
hadn't yet re-expanded, so I was given a new 
set of breathing exercises. 

At my second checkup, in May, the lung 
was better and I was allowed to go back to 
work part-time. Today — seven months after 
the operation — my heart is perfectly well, 
and I'm back working full-time. I still have to 
guard against recurrence of rheumatic fever 
in order to prevent another infection that 
would scar the heart valves again. But there 
are no more nights of suffocating terror. 

Particularly when I meet other victims of 
rheumatic heart do I realize fully how well | 
really am. I compare their pallid skin and pro- 
truding cheek bones with my own pink com- 
plexion. I know then that this miracle of 
modern surgery — which cost me no more 
than the price of a new low-priced car — has 
given me more than just the ability to walk 
upstairs without gasping. 

The miracle has let me enter the 30s with- 
out, after all, facing the sword of doom that 
had hung over my father and grandmother. 
It has given me life itself. __ a

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RE, SIRE me 
Facing windows on twenty-seventh floor of telephone building 
are two parabolic reflectors that shot television signal to roof of 
Loew's State Theater. During tests on day of fight, Walter Car- 
ner, exchange repairman, stands by “dish” in foreground. From 
same floor another pair of reflectors was pointed across Mis- 
sissippi River at roof of Majestic Theater in East St. Louis. 
Signal travels from end of hook-shaped wave guide (antenna) 
against alloy reflector which funnels it in, throws it like a 
flashlight beam directly on distant target. 


View from roof of Loew's theater on Washington avenue toward 
telephone building on Pine street, with its antennae - decked roof. 
Distance is about 1050 feet airline. Reflectors anchored with 
sandbags on theater roof are identical with those at telephone 
building windows, but now serve as signal receivers. There 
must be no obstructions between sending and receiving reflec- 
tors, and reflectors must be on pin point with one another or 
signal will be weakened. Sandbags came in handy when early 
evening windstorm tilted one of receiving reflectors. 


Lead - sheathed “barrel” containing picture tube and mounted in 
center of front edge of theater balcony is given last-minute check 
by W. C. Bowers, television engineer who operated controls in 
projection booth during telecast. Seven-inch cathode ray tube, 
costing $750, faces back of barrel. This tube, of same type used 
in home television receiver, has half-inch - thick face that can take 
50 tons of pressure at high vacuum. Picture is picked up from 
face of tube by 24-inch Schmidt optical reflector of type used in 
observatories, then passes through 22-inch corrective lens at front 
of barrel that provides flat focus on screen. Insert at upper left is 
barrel in operation as seen from front of center aisle on theater's 
main floor. Light is as powerful as sunlight on earth. 


Technicians at monitoring bays of television operation cen- 
ter in telephone company’s long lines office at 2651 Olive 
street. Signal carrying fight was sent from this point to an- 
other video loop, dispatched to second floor of downtown 
telephone building, and from there to transmitters just be- 
hind parabolic reflectors. Signal came to long lines office 
by video cable from sixth floor of downtown building where 
it had been originally received from big box-like antennae 
on building roof. Telecast sound came by telephone. 


In what is called the “power room” at back of theater balcony, signal 
is received from reflectors on roof. Leo Roberts, wearing headpiece 
phone connected directly with Bell building, watches oscilloscope and 
video receiver on floor as he checks test patterns sent from Yankee 
Stadium several hours before fight began. In this room power supply 
for signal is built up and an instrument called a “clamper” restores a 
DC component to signal that has been lost through amplification. From 
this room signal passes to video control panel cabinet in theater's pro- 
jection booth, from where it is fed to the all-important picture .tube.

It was a curve at the knees, which Yankee

Eventually, Gil- 
liam grounded out, Ford to First Baseman Joe 
Collins. The bunting-draped, triple-deck stands 
and oval-shaped bleachers were jammed with 
66,000 fans for the contest, won by the Yankees, 
6 to §. Brooklyn virtually coasted into the se- 


ries, easily winning the National League cham- 
pionship after jumping off to a big early season 
lead. The Yankees, however, had to fight all the 
way for the American League title, nosing out the 
Cleveland Indians two days before the season 
ended. This was the twenty-first World Series 
for the Yankees, the eighth for the Dodgers, and 
the sixth time since 194] that the two New York 
teams met in the baseball classic. Up to this 
time, the Yanks had won 16 world titles, losing 
only to the New York Giants in 1921 and 1922, 
and to the St. Louis Cardinals in 1926 and 1942. 
Brooklyn had never won a World Series.

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HE STEAMBOAT stern wheel, which once 
churned the Mississippi River from New 
Orleans to St. Paul, is now rarely seen 

in action. The stern wheel made a mighty 
commotion in the water as it propelled the 
old-time packets, excursion craft and work- 
boats that once crowded America’s major 
rivers, but the diesel-driven propeller has 
all but crowded it out. The Delta Queen, 
home port Cincinnati, is the only stern- 
wheel passenger boat on the Mississippi 
and Ohio rivers. Her big paddle wheel is 
seen from close range at left kicking up 
spray as it is turned by the long drive rods, 
called pitmans, that connect the wheel with 
the engines, one on each side of the boat. 
The wheel, 16 feet in diameter, has 32 pad- 
dies 28 feet long. At about 20 revolutions 
per minute, it is driving the boat along at 
normal speed of 10 to 12 miles an hour. In 
photo above, the 285-foot, four-decked Delta 
Queen is viewed from rear as it passes 
Alton. Boat's twin rudders are just back of 
the wheel. Wake of the stern- wheeler 
(photo right) rolls out straight astern in a 
long succession of waves that in narrow 
channels can be dangerous for small boats. 
The more familiar diesel - driven craft throw 
a fan-shaped wake. The Delta Queen was 
making its second annual excursion be- 
tween Cincinnati and St. Paul, with more 
than 150 passengers.

cups diced cooked chicken, four ounces 
(about 24) large shell macaroni, and four 
square slices cheddar cheese cut in small 
strips. For sausage fillers—four ounces tube 
macaroni (about one - half inch diameter, one 
and one-half inches long), one-third cup 
ed barbecue sauce, about 24 cocktail or 
ienna sausages.
